lira. MalvLna Theresa Florence was bora 
April 19. 1880, la New York City, her father 
being Thomas Pray, an old theatre attache. 
Of lila children, three girls were destined to 
become famous on the stage. They were 
Mrs. Florence, who was known at one time as 
MJIe. Malvlna, a dancer of grace and ability ; 
Mrs. Barney Williams and Mrs. George F\ 
Browne. When she was sixteen years of age 
JLalvlria was married to Joseph Llttell, an 
actor, who died shortly afterwards, leaving 
her one child, later known as Mrs. Josephine 
Shepherd. 

William Jermyn Florence and Mrs. Llttell 
were married In New York City on Jan. 1. 
1853, and then determined to enter the field 
already profitably occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Barney Williams, and on Jnne 18, 1853. at 
Purdv's National Theatre, New York City, 
the first starring tonr of the Florences was 
Inaugurated, the play being "The Irish Boy 
and Yankee Girl.' They met with Instant 
success In the metropolis and on the road. 
Mr. Florence had composed many songs of 
a popular character, including "Bobbing 
Around," and these songs were sung by Mrs 
Florence. Engagements were filled by Mr. 
and Mrs. Florence at the outset of their 
starring tour In alt the Important cities of 
this country, and everywhere they met with 
honor. 

On April 2, 1856, they nailed for England, 
and on April 28, appeared at the Drtrry Lane 
Theatre, London, where they at once stepped 
Into favor. They played "The Irish Boy and 
Yankee Girl," ana remained at the Drury 



1886, having benefited both In purse and re- 
pute. They continued their tours here and 
on July 5, 1858. they opened at Wallace's 
(old) Theatre, New York City, for a Sum- 
mer season producing a number of burlesques 
Including "Lalla Rookb.' Later engagements 
here brought them forward In "Orange Blos- 
soms," a revival of "Dombey & Son," In 
which Mrs. Florence played Susan Nipper; 
and "Buy O'Connor." , 

In the Summer of 1803 the Florences opsin 
visited England, remaining for three months, 
and after their return here they played In

("Dolly") Davenport, J. F. Hagan, H. Bland, 
vicing Bowers, T. J. Hind, Mrs. Hind, Mrs. 
W. R. Floyd, Mlrs. F. S. Chanfrau and Thoe. 
E. Morris. 

After another visit to England the Flor- 
ences secured T. W. Robertson's "Caste." and 
played lb for the first time In America on 
Aug. 5, 1807. at the Broadway Theatre ( Wal- 
lace's old theatre), under the management 
of Barney Williams. Mrs. Florence appeared 
as Polly Eccles, and won great distinction 
In the part. "Caste" was a great success In 
the hands of the Florences, and later on they 
presented "Inshavogue," "No Thoroughfare, ' 
nnder the title of T/Ablme," "The Field of 
the Cloth of Gold," "The Colleen Bawn" and 
"Eileen Oge." 

Their greatest success, however, was 
achieved In "The Mighty Dollar," originally 
produced on Sept. 6, 1876. at the Park The- 
atre, New York City. This piece was written 
for Mr. and Mrs. Florence by Benjamin Ed- 
ward Woolf. In the original cast were, be- 
sides Mr. and Mrs. Florence, John G. Seville, 
John C. Padgett, J. W. Rrutonne, W. J. Fer- 
guson, W. Grant, Charles Tillers, J. C. Morri- 
son, Mande Granger, F. Langley, Pearl 
Eytlnge, Annie Edmondson and Miss FJ. Os- 
mond. With "The Mighty Dollar" Mr. and 
Mrs. Florence held their public secure for 
many years, their later productions Includ- 
ing: "Facts; or, His Little Hatchet," which 
was again produced under the title of "Our 
Governor" and "Our German Professor." 

Mr. Florence died on Nov. 19, 1891, but 
Mrs. Florence had retired from the stage 
about three years before that date, her hus- 
band reroalulng active In his stage work In 
partnership with Joseph Jefferson. Mrs. 
Florence, In the year 1898, made a tour ot 
the principal! American cities, appearing In a 
revival of "The Mighty Dollar" She lived 
In retirement after that season until her 
death. On Jan. 9. 1893, she married Howard 
Coveney, an - English actor, but about three 
years later she secured a divorce from him, 
and resumed the name of Mra Florence. 

Mrs. Florence died Feb. 18, 190S, at her 
home, 224 West Party-fifth Stireet, New York, 
from Brlght's disease, after- an illness of 
nearly three months. For some time prior to 
her death, Mra Florence had been totally 
blind.

LED SHIBEUT GUTS SETBACK. 

In tbe Supreme Court In Trenton, N. J., 
on Saturday. May 25, I,ce flhubert got a 
setback In his suit to recover $25,000 dam- 
ages from the Nixon Amusement Company 
snd Florence Zlegfeld Jr., manager of Ibo 
Apollo Theatre, in Atlantic City, from which 
Mrs. Sfaubert and three friends were ejected 
at an opening performance lu June, 1000.

"Such license," continued the court, "Is 
revocable at the will of the proprietor of 
the theatre, who may inwfully require the 
licensee to leave the theatre without as- 
signing any reason therefor, and lu caso of 
refusal eject such licensee without unneces- 
sary force. In cats of such revocation and 
ejection no action In tort will lie, but only 
an action lu contract far tho price of lbs 
ticket nnd incidental damages arising out of 
breach of the contract of sale of the ticket."

GET OUT OF 

THE HABIT! 

It to an. old story, but It cannot be repeated 
too often, and every time It to repeated It 
should be told again. It to about thoae people 
■who habitually arrive lute at a show. In 
olden times, when tbe curtain was raised at 
7.80, tho late-comers wandered In about 8 ; 
then when tbe time of opening waa moved 
forward to 8, they came in at 8,80, and when 
tbe time waa again moved forward to 8.15, 
and sometimes 8.45, these same people arrive 
late. The people who come late arc, with 
few exceptions, those who like to make them- 
selves conspicuous — they come to bo seen 
rather than to ace, and they are utterly 
oblivious of the fact that they annoy tho 
audience around them, as well as tbe players 
on the stage. Bomo managers, In sheer des- 
peration, have made a rule that any arrivals 
after the curtain raised, could not take their 
■eats until tbe end of tho act. One would 
think that tbto would have corrected tbe 
abuse, but it didn't — tho late-comers stuck to 
their colors, and raised such a clamor that 
the remedy caused more annoyance than the 
■natter complained of, and tho rule had to 
lie abolished. Tbe managers have done all 
they can do to abate this nuisance without 
avail, and tbe question now is, what other 
method can be adopted that will end this 
very unnecessary nuisance. Ab the theatre- 
going public Is tbe most aggrieved party, It 
should take this matter In band, and by a 
few well directed biases, or boos, at these 
tote-comers, It would show its displeasure 
at their annoying habit, and perhaps shame 
them out of it. It is worth trying!

Verily, the world does move — rash acts In 
baseball are on tho decline. Tbe truth of this 
gradually dawned upon the Detroit players 
when President Johnson, of tho American 
League, handled their rebellion without gloves 
and crushed tbe life out of their insurrec- 
tion while it was yet struggling In Its in- 
fancy. The club owners have practically ob- 
literated for tbe time being the rebellious 
spirit tbe ball players harbored. For which 
the game has much to be tbankful for. But 
the club owners must not think of resting 
on their l-urels with that one Incident, as it 
is merely tho beginning of a great work they 
have yet to accomplish before the gamo has 
been emancipated from the rowdies and 
loafers who occupy scats in tho stands. 

Had as much pains been taken by the 
heads of tho two leading baseball organiza- 
tions to stamp out tho objectionable charac- 
ters In the stands as was done to check the 
outbursts of the players on tbo ball Held, 
there would have boon no such scene as Cobb 
took part In. For years these heads of tho 
leading leagues havo worked bard to giro 
their umpires unlimited powers over the ball 

Slayers, until they are now cznrs of the ball 
eld. Yet It Is farcical to say that tho 
players, when abused by toughs In tbe stands, 
can appeal to tbe umpires and have the crea- 
tures ejected from too grounds. Whllo tbe 
umpires can bully-rag the players to their 
hearts' desire, they are as meek as lambs to 
the toughs In tbe stands, and It Is doubtful 
If there have ever been half a dozen umpires 
In the history of the gamo with sufficient 
courage to even think of taking so drastic a 
step, let alone put the thought Into action, 

A local afternoon paper editorially said: 
"It la all very well (o say that tho baseball 
player should have controlled himself, that 
he had no business to tako tho law Into hla 
own hands. Certain kinds of foul-mouthed 
abuse can bo answered only as Cobb an- 
swered It. To make tbe lesson a moderate 
one Is beyond human nature, 'f the man 
in the crowd used half tho words that credit- 
able witnesses say he did, It was a queer 
sort of a crowd that didn't kick him out of 
tbe stand, 

"Wbat are (ho rights of public perform- 
ers, anyhow? Are they to be obliged to lis- 
ten to any sort of low Invective and ill t * * 
that a muddy minded spectator may choose 
to fling at thorn? Hissing and chuff, dis- 
approval loud and plain — yes. Hut how 
about coarso abuse ana vile Invective? Would 
such things bo tolerated for an Instant In 
any theatre? _ 

''And what about the rights of other spec- 
tators? Are decent men, women and chil- 
dren at a public sport to be forced to listen 
to the offensive gutter gibes of toughs who 
have no regard for their surroundings? It Is 
a notorious fact that baseball games In this 
city are ccaelng to be safe or decent places 
for women or children, because of the lan- 
guage that la shrieked across tbo Hold by 
excited men onlookers. 

"It is high time, this sort of thing came to 
an end."

"S**Jl Woodruff, A. Ilanlcy, Master Ralph 
and George Cadedo. 

Mngulre'e Minstrels 
were organized in the Fall of 1855 by 
Thomas Mngnlre, the principal member* of 
whom were of the San Francisco Minstrels, 
Including R. M. Hooley. 8. A. Wells, Billy 
Birch, Mnx Zorer, Charles Henry, John W. 
Smith and E. Deaves. 

John Washington Smith, 
tetter known as "Old Bob Ridley," died at 
South Yard, Anstralla, Aug. 31, 1877, and 
wan burled In St. Hilda Cemetery, Mel- 
bourne. He had been troubled with asthma 
for some time. As far back as 1838 he 
wag singing and dancing the traglco-comlco 
extravaganza of "Jim Along Josey," to- 
gether with giving the negro song of "Jim 
Brown," at the Lion Circus, Menagerie and 
Gymnastic Arena, Cincinnati, Ohio. Smith 
was known to familiars as "The Arkansas 
Traveler," and wsb the first person in 
America to make a decided feature of the 
song of "The Fine Old English Gentleman." 
Jim 8anford and Smith, were rivals In 
"Jim Along Joacy." In the Summer of 1841 
be got back to the Bowery, and he and 
his pupil Piccaninny Coleman were doing 
"Jim Along Joaey" and kindred ncgrolsms. 
They next went to England, and in No- 
vember of 1840 did their grotesque acts 
•t the Surrey Theatre, London. They re- 
turned In 1841. and in the Fall of 1842 
they Joined Master John Diamond and 
Billy Whltlock in negrolsma at the Chatham 
Theatre, this city. In 1840 he was with 
Stone & McCollum, and wrote the eong- 
and -dance "Old Bob Ridley," which he first 
gave In New Orleans. The second one to 
elng it wan Joe Brown, jig dancer, who did It 
for the first time la Pittsburgh, Pa., In 18S2, 
while traveling with Foster's Minstrels. He 
was also the first person to do It In New 
York and first with a minstrel band, which 
was at the Melodeon, this city, opposite the 
Old Bowery Theatre, In the Fall of 1852. In 
1854 he went to San Francisco, from San 
Francisco he went to the Sandwich Inlands, 
which he left in 1857 for Australia, where 
be managed for Burton; In I860 be left 
Australia and went to China, India, the 
Philippine Islands and Java ; In 1863 he 
returned to Australia, whence be proceeded 
to London, where he became manager of 
the Colling A Brown "Chrlstyi," whom he 
took to Australia and played until 1865. 
His last tour with Heller began at Bom- 
bay In October, 1871, whence be took blm 
by rail across Central India, stopping at 
Jubbulpore, Allahabad, Dlnapore, and Cal- 
cutta, where be played him from November 
to the middle of January, 1872, going thence 
to Ceylon, Hong Kong, Shanghai, Singa- 
pore, Itatavla, Java, Boolo (residence of 
the Emperor), and DJola Karta, the Sul- 
tan's domain. In October Heller went to 
England, and Smith returned to Australia, 
wbere In the interim he bad managed sev- 
eral troupes. About Aug. 20, 1876, be ar- 
rived in San Francisco on a brief visit to 
the Pacific States. 

In the Summer of 1855 a dramatic com- 
pany started from New Orleans, La., for 
season's tour. In the party were J. J. 
Wallace (tbe low comedian), Aug. S. Pen- 
noyer and several others, Including Sam 
Hubbard. A well known sporting man ot 
the Crescent City named Henry was tbe 
financial manager. The company reached 
Shreveport. their first stnpd. wbere tbo 
"Lady of Lyons" was to be performed. Two 
acts bad been given, when Wallace, who 
was cast for Claude Melnotte, refused to 

fo on with tbo performance owing to the 
nobility of the leading lady to pray Paul- 
ine. The curtain was rung down and the 
"season" terminated. Tbe manager became 
disgusted and left tbe party there. As the 
receipts of tbe one night bad been paid 
back to the audience, tbe "artists" were 
without means, but they soon "struck an 
angel," who, being "show struck," disposed 
of his livery stable, excepting a four-horse 
band wagon and a two-horse carriage, and 
took the party on a tour through Arkansas 
by this mode of conveyance. Before leav- 
ing Shreveport they dropped the sock and 
buskin and formed themselves Into a min- 
strel band, Wallace being one of the end 
men and Aug. S. Pennoyer the Interlocutor. 
The first town they visited they performed 
In the garret of a clothing store, there 
being no hall in the town. They bad no 
hall rent to pay, but the license wag fifteen 
dollars. The attendance was fair, but the 
admission was so small that the receipts 
were only twenty dollars. When the offi- 
cial came for his license n consultation was 
held with the manager and tbo company, 
and they decided not to show. An apology 
was then made and the money paid back, 
but on second thought the company con- 
cluded to play. An address was made to 
the audience by Pennoyer, who stated that 
they hart determined to Bhow without charge 
end whoever was disponed to contribute 
their mite towards getting them opt ot 
town could drop it Into the hat. A hat 
was passed around and over twenty dollars 
collected. By giving a free "bow they had 
no license to pay. They continued on their 
minstrel tour through Arkansas and closed 
up at Hot Springs. 

Reynold's Minstrel*) 
Were traveling through New England in 
1855. J. Edwfn Green was one of the mana- 
gers. White in Newfoundland, under tho 
management of W. Warren, of Lowell, Mass., 
the same year, and being the first minstrels 
that had visited St. John, the citizens pro- 
nounccd them a Bet of Impostors, being only- 
white men blacked up instead of tho real

Vaudeville even away up here seems to be 
the popular amusement. There are two well 
appointed theatre*, the Casino and Rossley's 
Bur, the latter being the leading family re- 
tort ot St. Johns. We are now in our third 
week here. 

The liaat coast of Newfoundland appears 
to be the grand rendezvous for Icebergs, as 
they drift trorn the Ureenland and Labrador 
coasts, past St. Johns and Cape Race, on 
their Southerly course. At the present time 
there is a constant and stately procession of 
them, of all sizes, shapes and designs, drift- 
ins directly past St. Johns harbor. We had 
the somewhat unique experience of viewing 
them at close quarters from the commanding 
headland, called Signal Hill, situated at the 
entrance ot St Johns harbor. It is bard to 
understond or realize the tremendous size of 
many of the Icebergs without actually seeing 
them. Some cover an area of several acres 
and rise to a height of several hundred feet 
Several have been seen that covered twelve 
to fourteen acres. If the Metropolitan Build- 
ing In New 1'ork were afloat in the North 
ltiver It would carry but a slight Idea of the 
bulk of an iceberg. We have seen several 
drifting past the harbor entrance that were 
much larger than the new Pennsylvania 
Depot The bergs appear In the most fan- 
tastic shapes, resembling cathedrals, battle- 
snips, animals and statuary, while others 
appear as great torts. 

The effect of the sun, the light and shadow 
forms a most brilliant picture — at times the 
icebergB ore teen to be a pure white mass, 
and again a deep sombre green, and as the 
sua Blnks and tne shadows ot night come, 
m-y assume a bluish-black color. It is wben 
tuey suddenly loom up la a ship's course 
tuat they strike terror Into the heart of the 
bravest It is estimated that about one- 
eighth of the total mass ot an Iceberg is 
above the water, which conveys an idea of 
their actual size and weight Wo have as 
many as thirty icebergs oti St Johns harbor. 
They arc truly one ot the great dangers of the 
North Atlantic Ocean, and a menace to ship- 
ping. A far more Important means of safety 
lor ocean travel than lifeboats Is a sharp and 
constant lookout by all ships when In the 
vicinity ot the known course of floating Ice- 
bergs. 

The drift of the ice is unusually pro- 
nounced this season, find several Newfound- 
land seamen have Informed us tbat the con- 
stant North wind that has been blowing this 
Spring commenced exceptionally early, and 
that the Ice to the North of here is the most 
dangerous they ever experienced. As the 
fleet of sealing ships has Just returned from 
the Greenland coast, these men speak with 
authority. The most powerful ships afloat 
would have no chance whatever after coming 
Id contact, under speed, with a large iceberg, 
and lifeboats can only be used under certain 
favorable conditions at sea. 

While all ships should be provided with 
ample life saving appliances, caution and 
less record breaking speed are the better safe- 
guards. ■ 

We thought that Tub Clipper might like 
something pertaining to Icebergs direct from 
headquarters, as seen passing St Johns and 
Cape Race, With continued good wishes, and 
trusting that Tub Old Cmppbb will sail 
with a fair wind and never sight the ice-

The old Christy's consisted of^. Nlsh, G. 
Wilson, G. W. Moore, Tom Christian. W. J. 
Howard, J. H. Molvyn, C. Steele, T. Biln- 
ford. J. Crocker, J. Rltter and A. Merlin. 
In June, 1862, Nlsh sold. out to Wilson. Mel- 
vjn took the position as leader, and G. 
Romer was the basso. 

Nlsh organized artotnr "Original Christy'*" 
lu July, and sailed for the English colonies. 
'Jhey opened at Cape Town, Africa, Aug. 20, 
1862, at Theatre Royal. J. Melvyn, wash 
They opened at Cape Town, Africa, Aug. 20, 
ford, A. Nlsh and C Steele composed tbe 
party. On Sept. 20. 1862, tbey sailed from 
£xpo Town and opened In Port Elizabeth 
(600 miles sea Journey) where they par- 
formed two week?. 

Then went to Grahams Town, from which 
place they sailed for Port Elizabeth, on the 
return to Cape Town, on Oct 8. After en- 
countering heavy gales, they were totally 
wrecked off String's Point, on the evening of 
Oct. 18. All got ashore In boats, and made 
themselves as comfortable as possible on the 
sands for two days and two nights. They 
then hired carts and traveled twelve miles 
overland, arriving In Cape Town on Oct 17, 
having lost everything, including dresses, 
properties, Instruments — in fact, everything, 
including Joe Brown's silver belt. 

They reopened In Cape Town Oct. 21, re- 
maining a few nights, and then took steamer 
for Melbourne, Australia. They finally re- 
covered from tbe wreck a trunk belonging to 
them containing nearly $2,000. They played 
In Melbourne four wcekB, thence to Sydney 
for four weeks, and in June, 1803, were in 
Hobnrt Town, Tasmania. Then to Dunedln, 
New Zealand, Aug, 10; also visited the other 
towns In New Zealand. Harry Leslie was 
with them on the bone end. 

Joe Brown left them and returned to Eng- 
land in August, 1863. Arriving In London he 
organized a party which was called 

Joe Brown's Christy's. 

This company consisted of W. P. Collins, 
.Tool Brown, C. W. Rayncr. Harry Horbcrt, 
W. H. Castor. Ted Saunders and N. La 
Fenlllade. They sailed from Southampton, 
Kug., Sept, 27, 1803, under the management 
of J. W. Smith, on their way to India, to 
oppose the Nlsh party, then In Australia. 
They visited Gibraltar, Malta, Alexandria, 
Cairo, Sues and Aden, reaching Bombay Oct. 
20. giving their first concert on Nor. 2, In 
Ihe Grand Road Theatre, to a house doubly 
rammed and Jammed, with prices as follows : 
reserved seats, six rupees (about three dol- 
lars) ; parquet, five rs. ; gallery, three rs. : 
pit, two rs. They remained one month and 
gave sixteen concerts, the last two in toe 
Town Hall, and one private entertainment 
for Sir Jamtettee Jcejecbaboy. They loft 
many kind friends who assembled to see litem 
off about the 7th of November, for Madras, 
via Joint de .Tulip. There they gave two con- 
certs In the Military Theatre while awaiting 
the arrival of the English mall steamer to 
take the company to Madras. 

Every favor was sh>>wn them In this hos- 
pitable city. The use of tbe banqueting hall 
Id the government house aud the patronage 
of HIb Excellency the U.wcrnor was obtained. 
A perfect furore awaited the company here, 
and ten concerts were given to crowded and 
delighted audiences. The boys having time, 
snd wishing to see the interior, went to 
Iiangalore, In the mountains, some two hun- 
dred and fifty miles, proceeding two hundred 
by rail and fifty by Dawk. Here they gave 
two concerts and paid expenses, returning to 
Madras, snd in 'our days cftcr arriving in 
Calcutta. And here, In five weeks, they gave 
twenty concerts to good business.

Chester County, not far from Phila- 
delphia, and lsst season he had the 
entire Myrkle-Harder Company over

Pedigreed pigs are one of Mr. Bar- 
der'e hobbles, and he has applied 
scientific principles In raising them. 
Two monster pens shelter these hogs, 
and they are kept In stalls which ac- 
commodate from three to five. In all 
he has over 400. They are of the 
Yorkshire breed. His pens are thor- 
oughly sanitary, and he frequently 
disinfects tbem. Fresh air Is em- 
phasized by numerous open windows 
In the pens.

THE VAUDEVILLE 

COMBINATION, 

Probably the most Interesting topic of con- 
versation amongst vaudeville performers Is 
the recent combination of the Keith Interests 
with those of the Orpheum Circuit, and vari- 
ous speculations are indulged in as to what 
the outcome will be. Tbe general Impression 
is that there will be an effort made to reduce 
salaries. 

If the performers are booked for longer 
time than heretofore, It will probably be ad- 
vanced a* a reason for reducing some salaries, 
and It will depend upon the extent to which 
the cutting of salaries is carried wbether 
there will be trouble and unrest amongst the 
performer* or not It is idle to anticipate 
what the combination may do; it is better 
to wait for developments before becoming 
alarmed over something which may never 
happen. 

There are, however, some elements of un- 
certainty about a combination which may 
reader It short-lived. If it should become 
enormously profitable, it will offer an Invita- 
tion for other capitalists to enter the field, 
and there are always people ready to break 
into any enterprise If it is known to be 
profitable, in tbe hope of getting a share of 
the profits. If this combination controlled 
all of the vaudeville in this country, it could 
then adopt trust methods and dictate its own 
terms. But it docs not control the vaudeville 
business ; already there 1b a rumor of another 
combine of Sullivan & Consldnc, Locw and 
Win. Fox, with the possibility of Joining 
bands with a prominent theatrical magnate 
who controls a large number of bouses, some 
of which may be turned over to vaudeville. 
Then there is still the Pantagos Circuit, 
altogether a formidable opposition. In the 
management of two large circuits like the 
Keith and Orpheum, it will be difficult to 
arrange their bookings so that both will be 
satisfied, and as soon as one of them believe* 
that the other is getting the better of tho 
other, there will be a change. It waa so 
before ; when the Vaudeville Managers' As- 
sociation wbb first formed, it embraced the 
Eastern and Western circuit*, but in a little 
while the West, believing It had the worst 
end of the bargain, cut loose and did its own 
booking. Up to the present time it has been 
impossible to frame up a combination of 
amusement interests that won permanent — 
changes have occurred frequently, and proba- 
bly will continue In the future, so tbat there 
la little likelihood of any combination be- 
coming so strong that it can run things all 
In Its own way for any great length of time.

PerhopB the most widely discussed subject 
at this time in the film Industry is the 
problem a* to the preference of the vast 
patronage of photoplay theatre* for comedy 
or serious subjects. 

The past theatrical season In New York 
showed tbat a large percentage of the plays 
that endured were serious In construction, 
some having not a single comedy line or 
situation. 

"The Woman" and "The Return of Peter 
Grimm" had long runs, while in tbe vaude- 
ville theatres the greatest, "hits" have been 
playlets of a tenr-compclllng character. 

One of tbe most successful plays in recent 
years was "Madame X." . In two years it 
has drawn with one company nearly a mil- 
lion dollars, while Mr. Savage, who pro- 
duced this play, was forced to send to the 
storehouse tbe paraphernalia of three com- 
edies, on which be had Invested a small 
fortune. 

The average weekly gross receipts of "The 
Music Master" during its five years' vogue 
was In excess of $20,000. Was there ever a 
comedy written that could bring about such 
a record? Will anyone deny that it was the 
pathos in "The Music Master" that made the 
great public appeal 7 

For thirty-five years "The Old Homestead" 
held the boards. Originally It was a vulgar 
sketch, entitled "The Female Bathers." but 
even In this primitive form Denman Thomp- 
son made his bit with the public through the 
pathos In the scene where be kneels In prayer 
for tbe soul of the drunkard's wife. It was 
this little scene that resulted in the play's 
expansion into a full evening's entertainment, 
and which holds the world's record for a con- 
tinued and uninterrupted run of nearly 
10,000 nights. 

The moving picture, far more than tbe 
regular theatre, appeals to the thoughtful 
person, and I know It is a fact tbat tho 

greatest progress made in the former in- 
ustry has been since the comedy films were 
loss in evidence. The Photoplay, when It 
came on the screen, quickly gave the exhib- 
itor a chance to discover what the public 
really did want, and it la not to be believed 
that a canvass of the men who ore responsi- 
ble for the conduct of the theatres where the 
motion picture la tbe compelling attraction, 
would result In any Increase In the output of 
comedy film. 

Everyone will admit that it was the pathos 
In "Uncle Tom's Cabin" that moved the audi- 
ences in every country where English I* 
spoken, and here we have a play that ha* 
had thirty different companies presenting it 
simultaneously In this country, and it is one 
of tbe few attractions "on the road" that the 
motion picture has- not, as yet, obliterated. 

I have observed lately tbat the public is 
commencing to use some discrimination as 
to where it shall extend its patronage. The 
number of moving picture theatres in every 
large community permits of this, and If the 
exhibitors wish to discover what the public 
wants, let the manager who ha* two distinct 
auditoriums place a program of exclusively 
comedy films In one house, and in the other 
serious films only. Let the exhibitor con- 
tinue this policy for three consecutive days 
and he will soon learn the character of the 
public taste. ' ■ 

Of course the public, a* a whole, does not 
want an exclusively serious output any more 
than it would tolerate a preponderance of 
nonsense, but I have pointed out to the ex- 
hibitor a procedure by which he may be en- 
lightened, and I haven't the least doubt as to 
tbe outcome. 

Klaw & Erlanger have made a million dol- 
lars with "Ben-Uur," a play now in Its sec- 
ond decade, with not the slightest indication 
that its vogue is declining. Recently . this 
epochal work was presented in Altoona, Pa., 
for a full week — tbe third time, too, that 
this wss achieved within five years — and al- 
though the city is regarded as a "one night 
stand," the box office records show the re- 
markable result of $15,000 taken In for seven 
performances. Was there ever a comedy that 
could approach this record? 

The same la true of plays with music. 
Comic opera has always spelled ruin tor the 
managers, whereas such serious works as 
"Kaust," "Trovatore," "Travlata" and "Alda" 
hare been potent for generations, and as evi- 
dence of the public taste we have only to 
refer to the Wagner operas which reached 
their greatest vogue long after the great 
composer died, and his great trilogy cycle, 
"The Ring of the Nlbelungen," is now in the 
repertoire of every opera house In Europe. 

In the last few years tbe art of Terp- 
sichore has come into Its own. Not through 
spectacular productions like "The Black 
Crook," but a* a result of blending tbe 
scores of the great masters with the most 
tragic episodes in the world'B history, until 
the modern dnncer Is now regarded on a par 
with the world's greatest players and sing- 
ers, and all of the majestic opera houses are 
now open to them. The public has been at- 
tracted by the distinctly dramatic phase by 
which the art of dancing has been raised to 
such heights that even grand opera itself 
has been forced to second place In Latin 
Europe — and this condition is gradually 
evolving In this country. In fact, the present 
season will no doubt witness the evolution. 

Was there ever a comic song that hnd the 
enduring qualities of "Home, Sweet Home" 
or "The Last Rose of Summer?' And when, 
may 1 nsk. has anyone evolved a comic ditty 
thnt can suggest a tithe of the potency of 
"After the Ball ?• 

The late Edward Hnrrlgan once said to the 
writer: "It teat the pathot in all of mu 
plant that succeeded that enabled them to 
tcore, and every new play I wrote bad more 
pathos than the one preceding. The public 
likes to laugh, but It quickly forgets the 
cause of merriment. Whereas the thenie that 
drnicg tears it never forgotten." 

There you have It I Nothing that I can 
write can better convey my views than the 
expressions of the deceased playwright who 
bad n better grip on the public pulse than 
any one I can now recall.

Every worthy theatrical professional now 
can safely feel that whatever may be his final 
financial condition, he or she will receive re- 
spectable obsequies and Interment How dif- 
ferent was It before the Actors' Fund became 
a fact Every individual who Is eligible to 
the beneficence of that fund should think and 
do for It in prosperity : they should make 
themselves known to the fond now, with 
proper substance, and not wait until tbelr 
substance Is gone, and then instead of having 
given help, solicit help.

Intimation of an outbreak. We know noth- 
ing of the cause (said to be owing to Yankees 
being In the troupe) of the attack on Lip- 
man's ClrcuB ; we only know that a murder 
has been committed and the guilty perpe- 
trators sbould be made to suffer the penalty. 
Read the letter: 

Natchez, Miss, Dec. 28, 1800. 

EtHTOa New York Clipper. — The follow- 
ing is a brierf account of a most villainous 
outrage perpetrated upon Mike Llpman's Co- 
lossal Combination Circus while at Winona, 
MIbs. The company arrived at Winona on 
the morning of Dec. 21, and was received 
very kindly by a few leading citizens of the 
town. During the afternoon performance it 
was rumored that we were to be whipped 
and ran out of town that night No atten- 
tion was paid to the rumor, and oho nlgat 
performance passed off satisfactorily. While 
making our usual settlements with hotels, 
stables, etc., etc, shooting was heard In the 
direction of the depot. I sent the post- 
master and a citizen of the town to the depot 
to Inquire and report the cause of tho shoot- 
ing. Tbe first firing was at twelve o'clock at 
nlgbt, and at one o'clock we heard that some 
drunken men (citizens) had been firing their 
revolvers In the air, and finished by shooting 
two or three times Into tbe stock car, which 
resulted In the wounding of Hostler How- 
ard through, the band. At one and a 
half o'clock, everything being settled, tbe 
whole company proceeded to tbe depot 
and entered the can, when a man styling 
himself as a magistrate of tbe town, wltn 
another person, came aboard and insisted 
that we should move off immediately. The 
conductor refused to move until tbe proper 
time, and the two men came to me inquiring 
about our men, saying that It 1 could keep 
our people inside of the car he could assure 
us that no danger need be apprehended, and 
that be (the supposed magistrate) and citi- 
zen could control the citizens of the town. 
I assured him that none of oar company 
would come outside. At 2 o'clock a. k., as 
we were passing the depot at Winona, the 
ruffians opened a most villainous fire (from 
behind cotton bales, arranged for breast- 
works) upon our unprotected men, women 
and children, many of whom were asleep. 
The cold-blooded assassins, finding us unpre- 
pared and wholly unaware of any attack, 
rushed from behind their cotton ambush to 
the car and poured their deadly fire through 
tbe glass windows at our innocent people, 
and brutally murdered Charles Mlnlkl, a Ger- 
man, from Memphis, Tean. Mr. Mlnlkl was 
a member of Oscar P. Perry's Philadelphia 
Band, and a more kind. Inoffensive young 
man never breathed. Charles Wilson, a 
canvasman, was slightly wounded In tbe 
neck; several members of the company 
had their clothing and hats cut by the 
bullets, and several felt the whizz of these 
deadly missiles. Two or three of our men, 
who were armed, rushed to tbe rear of the 
car and returned the fire. The day follow- 
ing, while at Canton, Miss., the passengers 
per next train reported three of the mur- 
derers dangerously wounded. It Is supposed 
that there were 400 or 500 In the murderous 
gang. The Jackson MUHstippian having re- 
fused or neglected to publish my report, and 
having a company of over sixty people aboard 
of this train, I appeal to you, in behalf of 
the whole company, to expose this foul 
assassination. Respectfully yours, Geo. O. 
Morton, treasurer and acting manager of 
Mike Llpman's Colossal Combination Circus 
and Trained Animals, 

P. S. — The only cause that can be assigned 
for the outrage was that we had some Yan- 
kees in our company. Now, I am a Southern 
man, and never was over 250 miles North of 
Nashville, my home, in my life.

0, says : "Chlarlnl gave his last performance 
this 6enson on the 6th, and left on the Sth 
by the Spanish steamer for Vera Cruz, I 
already have given you a description of the 
new circus built by him at the City of Mex- 
ico, and can only add that all the boxes and 
a large number of tbe chairs have been taken 
In advance for the first thirty performances. 
He will remain at least six months In Mex- 
ico, and then be idle for some time so as to 
give him time to make such alterations as 
are needed to Improve his Havana circus and 
engage the beBt talent that tbe United States 
or Europe affords Alblsu 1b still smil- 
ing.

BRADY ABANDONS SUIT. 

Wm. A Brady, who began a special pro- 
ceeding in the Supreme Court to sot aslda 
the annual election of the Accora' Fund of 
America because he was not chosen treasurer, 
was on May 31 compelled to abandon his 
case before Justice Gerard and withdrew his 
application for an order to show cause, 

Former Judge Dittenhocfer, counsel for 
the fund. In speaking of tbe action, said : 

"Mr. Brndy'a attorney, Nathan Vldavcr, 
wrote a letter to me acveral days ago saying 
that Mr. Brady had come to the conclusion 
he was misinformed as to the facta concern- 
ing the election, to wit, that Harrison Grey 
Flskc had been nominated for treasurer, and 
his name subsequently withdrawn from the 
regular ticket, known as the trustees' ticket, 
and that tho name of William Harris was 
substituted irregularly and not In accordance 
with the by-laws and charter of the cor- 
poration. 

"Counsel for Mr. Brady asked us to con- 
sent to a discontinuance of the proceeding. 
We refused on the ground that reports had 
been circulated through the newspapers to 
the effect that Mr. Brady bad Instituted a 
proceeding which reflected upon the integrity 
of the trustees, and that If he wished to dis- 
continue this proceeding he must do bo In 
open court. To-day Mr. Brady's attorney 
announced In open court that the motion for 
an order to sbow cause was withdrawn."

MUSICIANS AGAINST BLTJB LAWS. 

The Omaha Bee, May 31, says: "At the 
convention It was voted that all the unions 
affiliated with the American Federation of 
Musicians will work for the repeal of all the 
bloc laws In their respective 8tates durlnr 
the coring year. 

"In some of the cities the laws interfere 
with the management of theatres on Sunday 
While these laws are not always enforced 
they often prove troublesome to the mu- 
sicians, and many times prevent them from 
playing Sundays. 

"The convention adjourned May 31, at 8 
o'clock. All the resolutions were Introduced 
daring the morning session and action taken 
on them. This afternoon's session waa de- 
voted to the taking up of the appeals of the 
different unions and federation members 

"As s direct outcome of Nell Sullivan's 
attack on President Weber, a resolution iras 
Introduced prohibiting all members of the 
federation from assaulting or Insulting the 
officers of either the federation or locai 
unions. The resolution was tabled. 

"A resolution was passed asking all the 
musicians to refuse to play any demoralizing 
or suggestive songs or musical numbers. 

"Theodore Perry, of Indianapolis, was 
elected officer from the fourth district over 
A A Grenne. 

"This Exalted Order of Big Dogs was con- 
ceived in Cincinnati several years ago. It 
was born in a bedlam of yelps, howls and 
growls. Ever since the big dogs have been 
growling — and doing divers other things. 

"There was a chorus of barks, bow-wows 
and hayings at the moon when the Amerlcnn 
Federation of Musicians fed the pack with 
dogtall soup, dog snouts, Spitz cigars and 
turpentine at Washington Hall, May 30. 
Mayor Dahlman was scheduled to recite

PROFESSIONAL 

BASEBALL SUMMARY 

FOR WEEK ENDING JUNE I, 1911

How anyone can make the ridiculous asser- 
tion that baseball Is faster today than at 
any period since 1858, Is beyond human rea- 
soning. One has only to- wstch the majo- 
lt'iigue teams play to see the folly of such a 
claim. There are not half a doten of the 
sixteen major league teams playing ball in 
any thing like what It should be played, and 
even the exceptions are not being pushed to 
the extent of showing real ability. As a rule 
the people Bit through the games with looks 
of mingled pity and surprise that fully ex- 
presses their views of the exhibitions of ball 
playing that arc being given. Once In a 
while some little incident happens that rouses 
them out of an apparent trance, then one 
hears an outburst of pent-up feelings, but 
they soon subside again and act as if they 
regretted their folly. Just how the Cincin- 
nati managed to keep up the pace so long 
that they set early In the race, may never 
be known. Their work Is so far beyond any- 
thing one can form the faintest conception 
of, that it would be utterly Impossible to at- 
tempt to describe It. Probably little will be' 
heard of them as pennant contenders during 
the remainder of the season. 

Thirty-six years ago there were more than 
two dozen semi-professional, or gate money, 
teams, in this country, playing better bell 
than a majority of the merior league teams 
of to-day are playing. The list Included such 
crack teams as the New Havens, -Stars; of 
Syracuse; Indianapolis, Allegheny*, Buck- 
eyes, of Columbus; Mllwaukees, Rede, of St. 
Louis; Lowells, Live Oaks, of Lynn; Tcrrum-' 
sens, of London, Can. : Red Caps, of St. raul ; 
Reds, of Memphis; Maple Leafs, of Quolph, 
Can. ; Neabannocks, of New Castle, Pa. ; 
Stare, of Covington, Ky". : Fall Rivers, A»rna» 
of Detroit; Rochester. Aubunm, Standards, of 
Wheeling, W. Vs. : Rhode Ievandsv of Provl- 
denoe ; Manchester*, Actives, of Reading; 
Quickstep."!, of Wilmington, Del.; Olympics, 
of Peterson ; Chelseaa, of Brooklyn, and 
others, and we then had major league tenirs, 
too, but they played a brand of bait worthy 
of their name.

There 
were also one or two nondescript young men 
in near-dress suits, who sang a little and 
danced a little and otherwise kept their part- 
ners from feeling lonely on the tiny stage.

In the vain, hungry hope that here may be 
some way out of calling "cash" In the base- 
ment aisles of a great store, or helping 
mother, or even going to school (some of 
them were young enough even for that), all 
this seems the legitimate prey of the modern 
amusement seekers. 

In a little while the amateurs began to 
come timidly up the etnlrs, ones and twoc. 
and alt modestly at the back, waiting till 
they were wanted). One slight girl with a 
shabby Jacket and a negative crooked smile 
had been there all along. As soon as tbe 
others began to itsrive she disappeared In 
the dressing room, to come out later In sub- 
dued red silk blouse and tights, her hair done 
jauntily with a red ribbon. She held some 
shining hoops In her hand. 

There was another, a plump thing of 
eighteen, who wore a regular costume of the 
stage, stagy. One of these, with lots of 
flounces to the skirt, showing more flouncy 
silk petticoats, a good deal of stocking below, 
nnd above unnaturally white neck end arms.

By this time tho two 
failures find slipped away. They wanted to 
stay and watch the gay time, but their shnrac 
lay heavy on them. 

But the plain, red haired, angular glri was 
the surprise. Instead of trying to sing w'tli- 
out the materials, Instead of trying to do 
the strutting, humping dances which rnuHt 

§0 with these ovcr-syncopatcd songs of to- 
ny, she stepped out blithely and naively In 
a bright old Irish jig, and the audience was 
so taken by surprise that she wns as well re- 
ceived as any of the evening. She wnB even 
taken down to a laughing tabic nnd wined 
and dined In a way quite to astonish her. 

But the poor old pathetic woman. She 
had slipped off he." skirt, revealing herself In 
a bright Oriental costume of red and yellow 
cnllco, puffy jacket, puffy trousers, turban 
effect on head. 

"I will show you the Oriental soul kiss," 
she announced In a high uncertain voice. 
Her face was raddled anil Bagging, without 
color, p. strip, a strand of gray hair slipped 
from under the turban, "The soul kiss whl.-h 
typifies the union of the soul with love." 
One quotes from memory. 

Dresden China leaned ever with a laugh 
which for her was quite sympathetic. "I've 
seen her before," she announced. "She goes 
round to all these places and docs the same 
old stunt. Crazy, I think." 

The piano was Involving itself in tortuous 
Oriental chords. The old lady was begin- 
ning to revolve clumsily but rapidly around 
the stage. She sang a little In a cracked 
voice; she waved her arms and chanted of 
love and the soul and Incomprehensible 
things. She shrieked louder, waved her nrms 
wearily, then, In the midst of pandemonium, 
stopped short, kissed her hand to the grin- 
ning youths, smiled sweetly once and came 
upstairs. "Dippy," said Dresden Chlnn. smil- 
ing at a young man with the general nlr of a 
yeggmnn, who was beckoning to her across 
tbe hall. "Thinks she Invented the original 
soul kiss show." A little later the old woman 
came out : she wore a shabby black skirt nnd 
jacket and a shapeless bat. She crept away 
unnoticed. 

That was the end of the cabaret show. 
The paid performers went through their 
turns again.

CLAUDE BURROUGHS. 



Claude do Blcnau Burrougha was born 
Aug. 12, 1848, In Philadelphia, bat completed 
his education In Connecticut, having been, 
we believe, a student at Yale College. His 
first appearance on tbe professional stage 
was made under the management ot hla 
brother, Wm. F. Burroughs, who, having 
been of the forces at the Winter Garden dur- 
ing the season of 1864-65, organized there- 
from a traveling company, with which, on 
July 26, 1868, In New Haven, Conn., the 
younger brother made hla debut, the char- 
octer being that of Pierre, In "b'anchon." At 
the end of that brief traveling season W. F. 
burroughs returned to the winter Garden 
for the season of 1805-00. "Everybody's 
irlend" and "Toadies," with John 8. Clarke, 
were played on (he opening night, Sept. 6, 
im.'i, young Burroughs playing Trap lu the 
lust named play, appearing under tnc name 
O' Claudo Hlenau. lie was still there on 
Jan. 8, 1800, and under that name uppenrcd 
In "Hamlet" when Edwin Ilootli begun un 
engagement. Mr. Booth, who was personally 
acquainted with the father, took u great In- 
terest In this son und helped tu develop blm. 

Claude remained there until tbe regular 
season closed, when be again went traveling 
with bis brother's company, which opened In 
Providence, H. I., on Juuc 4, I860. He re- 
turned to the Winter Gurdeu on Hcpt. 3, be- 
ing specially engaged for I.a Clos when J, 
Newton Gotthold opened as Cuglloatro In hla 
new play of "The Charlatan." That appears 
to have been IiIh first appearance In New 
York under the name ot Burroughs, though 
he bad already appeared out of town under 
that name. 

Tbe regular season of 1800-7 began at the 
Winter Garden on Oct. b, and Claude Bur- 
rougha began with It, supporting Mrs. D. P. 
Bowers, and It la a melancholy reflection 
that It was there that ho Urst met Mrs. F. B. 
Conway, the lady who live years later opened 
the theatre In which he was destined to loso 
his life. It was for her ulster's bcnellt, and 
as Juliet to her (Mrs. D, P. Bowers) Romeo, 
on Nov. 28, I860, tlmt Mrs. Conway, who 
had been among tbe earliest to tread Its 
board* wbtn It was originally opened as the 
New York Theatre and Metropolitan open 
House, twelvo yum before, was last seen at 
tbe Winter Garden. It was also while Bur- 
roughs wan at the Winter Garden that sea- 
son that that house witnessed the novel spec- 
tacle of Edwin Booth playing logo to the 
Othello In German of liogumll Dnwlson, 
while Mmo. Methua-Scheller, as Uesdcmona, 
spoke In English to iago und In German to 
the Moor. This was the ceasou. too, when 
tbe Brand revival of "The Merchant ot 
Venice" occurred, tho data of production 
being Jan. 28, 1807, with Booth as Sbyloek. 
Mme. Schcller as Portia, M. W. Lcfiingwcll 
as Antonio, Gotthold as Bassanlo, W. A. 
•onaldaon as the Duke of Venice, William 
Davldge as Old Gobbo, W. 8. Andrews nu 
Launcelot, and Miss M. dishing as Nerlssa. 
In this notable east was Claude Burroughs 
as Salanlo, and be also played In "Brutus ; 
or, tbe Fall of Tarquln," on March 22. Early 
on the following morning the theatre was In 
ashes, having been consumed so rapidly that 
nought of value was saved, and Burroughs 
was among the losers nf wardrobes, etc. The 
demon of lire seems to have followed him; 
for besides the Winter Garden and the 
Brooklyn Theatre, ho was playing engage- 
ments in Crosbys Opera House, Chicago, 
and Wall's Opera House, Washington, when 
each was consumed by flames. 

The second theatre nt which he appeared 
In New York was the Olympic, on April 20, 
1867, for the benefit ot W. S. Andrews. 
After this he went to CroBby'g Opera House, 
Chicago, opening Sept. 2, 1807, thence to 
Wall's Opera House, Washington, D. C. and 
to Baavnrd's Museum, New York, beginning at 
the latter on Jan. 1, In "The Willow Copse." 
The next New York bouse at wblch he ap- 



floored was the Academy of Music, In "Unm- 
et," on April 80, 1808, the occasion being the 
testimonial to K. L. Davenport, anticipatory 
of his going to California. It was In this year 
that he played his first engagement In Brook- 
lyn, at tbe Park Theatre, then under the 
management of Mr. and Mrs. F. B. Conway. 
He began there on Sept. 12, 1808, In "London 
Assurance," but shortly withdrew. 

Both brothers were then engaged by John 
MoCuHough amid Lawrence P. Barrett for 
their new California Theatre, then rn coarse 
of erection on Bush Street, 8nn Francisco. 
They left Dec. 18, 186SL and precisely one 
month later opened Id Sam Francisco when 
the now house was inaugurated. Claude had 
been engaged for second light and eccentric 
coanedry, and remained In that country an en- 
tire year, traveling with McCullough k Bar- 
rett's and Wllllo Edouln's companies to Sacra- 
mento, Vlrplnila City, Nevada, etc. In com- 
l«nv with Ills brother he left San Francisco 
on Jan. 10, 1870, and, arriving In New York, 
Full. 1, vwu» engaged by Messrs. Jarrett k 
Palmer for Nlblo's Garden, beginning there 
Fob. 14, ua Bosoireranas, In "Hamlet," sup- 
porting Canlolta Ledercq and Charles Keon- 
tcr, both of whom had on the tenth of the 

rirecodlDg month made their first appearances 
ii America. Claude's last appearance at Nlb- 
lo's was on June 24, In "My Precious Betsy," 
for tbe benefit of Leon J. Vincent, when tbe 
latter and his brother Felix, respectively as 
Wagtail and Bobtail, probably played together 
for the first time on any stage, chough they 
had been members of the same company at 
l.iiuni ICeene's Theatre, season of 1850-00. 

At tbe reopening of Wood's Museum, New 
York, Sept. 5, 1870, " 'Twlxt Axe and 
Crown" was first given In America, and Bur- 
roughs played Sir Thomas Wyatt to the 
Courtney of C. B. Thome Jr. and the Lady 
Elizabeth of Mrs. Scott Hlddons. Later In 
the season of 1870-71 he was traveling with 
Geo. Rycr's company, and on Sept. 16, 1871, 
as Garcia, hi ''A Bold Stroke for a Hus- 
band," he began for the season at Mrs. John 
Drew's Arch Street Theatre, Philadelphia, 
though thin wan not his first appearance at 
that establishment. His business there was 
leading Juveniles. 

While the Union Square Theatre was In 
course of transformation from a variety the- 
atre into a dramatic temple, D. H. Harklns 
sought him out in Philadelphia and engaged 
blm for the Union Square. The opening ploy 
nt that house was "Agnes," written for Agnes 
F.thel by Vlctorlen Bardou, and in It Bur- 
roughs Impersonated tbe Reporter. His next 
essay ef note was Bene D'Alby, In Hart Jack- 
son's "One Hundred Years Old," produced 
Jan. 23. 1873. On one occasion he was bor- 
rowed for Booth's Theatre, when George 
Tnwcette Rowe produced "Little Bm'ly" there, 
beginning as David Copperfleld on Dec. 28, 
1874, and remaining until after the per- 
formance ot Jan. 30, 1876. 

Thereafter he had played exclusively at 
the Brooklyn Theatre, where, on Dec. 5, 
18TG, he met hln death In the Ore which de- 
stroyed that playhouse and caused such a 
heavy loss of life as to shock the civilized 
world. 

His last role was that of Plcard, In "The 
Two Orphans," in which he had succeeded 
Stuart Robson, and In which, though played 
In a different manner, he was quite as ef- 
fective ns tbe elder comedian. 

Claude Burroughs was essentially a stu- 
dent. He had a genial disposition, an In- 
viting presence and a marked taste for dress- 
ing the characters he portrayed. While 
never considered great, he was always a con- 
scientious actor, and some of his portrayals 
wero tributes to bis talents. Among the 
rolva which particularly brought him credit 
were Plcard, In "The Two Orphans ;" Mar- 
quis Andre, In "Fernande ;" the Fop, In 
"Athcrley Court ;" Frederick Lynn, In r 'Jnne 
Eyre ;" Maxlnc, In "Ferreol," and Baron 
Mount Goslln, In "Led Astray."

Canfletd and Booker opened with the 
Moore-Burgess party July 3, 1875. 

Paul Denlln, comedlin and dancer, died of 
ropld consumption, in London, on Aug. 18. 
18i8, aged thirty-seven years. His remains 
were burled in Brompton Cemetery. 

Joseph Jackson, professionally known as 
J Arnold, and formerly of Moore A Burgess' 
Minstrels, died at ea on board the steamer 
Canada, between Rangoon and Akyab, Oct 
28, 1876. At the time of his death he was 
with Dave Carson's company. 

George W. Moore, familiarly known si 
"Pony Moore," was born In New York, Feb. 
22, 1820. When reaching the age of twelve, 
and being so diminutive In appearance, hi 
was looked upon as a second edition of Torn 
Thumb, and was called "the little pony," and 
to his last day was known throughout the 
profession as 'Tony Moore." As soon as h« 
had reached the age of sixteen be ran away 
from home and Joined a circus company, 
first leaving one company and then Joining 
another. In 1844 he made his entree In tht 
burnt cork business at the Halfway House, 
Broadway. New York, where tbe City As 
semblv Booms Building afterwards stood. 
He Joined here the old "Virginia Serenades." 

In 1852 he made his first appearance on 
the "end" as Brother Bones, with Haywnrth 
and Horton's company. 

He nftcrwards traveled with tbe Kentucky 
Minstrels, Ring & Parker's Troupe, the Congo 
Minstrels (nftcrwardB known as Buckley's), 
and the Dumholton's band. He opened at 
Mechnnlcs' Hall, In 1856. Their last per- 
formance there was Feb. 21, 1857. A fa- 
vorite song of Enrl Pierce win : 

"I walked around a mile or two 
Without a boot, without a shoe. 
And, oh I my feet they hurt me bo, 
Hoop-de-dooden-do." 

When he left this party he went through 
the South with Tony Hernandez and a va- 
riety show. Pony used to stand as a target 
for Hernandez to throw knives at. He next 
traveled with Matt Peel's Campbell's Min- 
strels, and remained with them until Peel's 
death, when he became manager, and played 
through New York State, closing In Brook- 
lyn. While In the latter city he played at 
Iturtls' Variety Show, working both places 
each night. 

On June 11, 1850, "Pony" salted for 
Englnnd to Join the ''Chrlstys," who were 
then In London. He met the party and took 
Earl H. Pierce's "poslsh." 

The chair that had been occupied by Pierce 
was covered with crepe, and remained unoccu- 
pied until MJoore took it. Moore played the 
tambourine, while In America he manipulated 
tbe bones. His salary was $16 a week, In- 
cluding hoard. He opened at Polygrnphlc 
Hall. London, Eng. ; then went en tour, re- 
opening in London In 1660. He left the com- 
pany In Dublin, Ireland, and with Hitter, 
Crocker nnd Hamilton, started a Christy 
siiow of their own, opening In Chester, Eng., 
Nov. 14. 1864. On Sept. 18, 1805, he opened 
at St. James' Hall, London. Later Moore 
brought out Rltter, and subsequently, through 
the death of Crocker, became the manager of 
the company. Moore took Burgess at partner. 

Pony died In London, Eng.. Oct. 1, 1000. 
He wns the oldest minstrel living at the time 
of his death. In the callow days of min- 
strelsy, ho was poet and composer, end is 
credited with being the author of two songs, 
"Work, Niggers, Work," and "Dls Child's 
Tambourine/' In the first he used to sing : 

When the ebentng shades am going down 
An' sink In the West. 

Oh. den de nigger's work am done, 
An' den he takes blm rest. 

CB0B.BS. 

Work, niggers, work, work, work, niggers, 
work, 

What care we fo' de morrow? 
Set ob sun, de day's work's done. 

Den we'll banish sorrow. 



In his second song Pony tang In langungo 
forcible, but not elegant, tbe fierce hand-to- 
hand combat of two colored ladles, and varied 
th i scene of the strife by the somewhat In- 
appropriate chorut of :

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WHAT PARIS PAYS FOR PUBLIC 

AMI HISM1CNTH. 

(From Consul General Frank H. Mason, 
Parle, France.) 

There are In Parts four theatres (the 
Comedlc Frnncalso, Odcon, tho Opera and 
Opera Continue) which receive subventions 
from the government, and forty. secular thea- 
tres, anions which are Included tho Chatelet, 
Oymnate, Gaits and l'alali Royal, which re- 
ceive no subvention. There are besides 
twelve large cinematograph theatres, thirty- 
eight cafe concerts, eight music halls, ten 
skating rinks, velodromes and circuses among 
wbleh are Included the Magic City and Luna 
Park, both nrlginnlly American enterprises; 
six permanent balls or dancing places, In- 
cluding the Hal Tntinrln, Bulllcr nnd Moulin 
Ilougo. and finally three classical concerts, 
viz. : tho Concert Lamourcaux, Colonno and 
the Conservatoire ; In all, one hundred and 
twenty-one regular plnccs of amusement. 

From tho report of tho municipal adminis- 
tration for 1011 It appears that tho total re- 
ceipts collected during that year by these 
various groups of theatres, etc., wcro as fol- 
lows: The four subvcntloned theatres, 
{l,83ii.i:i»; forty theatres of the Oalte class, 
4,5S8,(InO: cinematographs, IB41.O0T; mu- 
seums nnd expositions, * 128481 ; cafe con- 
cents, $i H30,7(12; music halls, $1,306,257; 
skntlng rinks, circuses, etc., 1840,287; balls, 
$180,714: artistic concerts. $114,878; va- 
rious other concerts, $457,221 ; total, 
?ii.iMi,ir>i>. 

For tho support of tho poor (droits des 
pauvrcs) the municipality collocts a uniform 
tax of ten per cent, of tbe gross receipts of 
regular theatres and dally concerts, five per 
cent, of the receipts from casual concerts 
given by artists or musical associations, and 
twenty-five per rent, of the receipts of balls, 
irces and certain other amusements. Tho 
total revenue thus derived for tho poor fund 
In 1011 was $1,225,018. 

The steady growth of Pnrls and tho devo- 
tion of Its people and the constant throng 
of foreign visitors to theatrical and musical 
entertainments are shown hy tho fact that 
the rerelptR of 1011 from tneso sources ex- 
ceeded those of any previous year, not ex- 
cepting even tho years 1878, 1880 and 1000, 
when International expositions of world-wide 
Interest were held In Paris.

HISTORIC GROUNDS FOR PICTURES. 

The two reel historical production, "The 
Fall of Blackhawk," soon to be released by 
the American Film Co., bad an odd feature 
connected with the rehearsal of one of the 
scenes.

The St. Louis home of Col. Zachary Taylor 
and his two daughters, and tbelr sudden de- 
cision to go through the Indian-infested 
country to their father, are made a part of

"To all intents and purposes, at a short 
distance, as in a theatre, the Illusion of 
blending' speech, voice and movement Is com- 
plete. Here are some of the difficulties of the 
problem. 

(1) ' Absolute synchronism between the 
phonograph and the dnematogrrtph both in

(2) Registration of sound by the phono- 
graph at a sufficient distance at the same 
time as the registration of the pictures on 
the. moving, film without the phonograph be- 
ing in- the field of cinematograph. 

(3)- The amplification of the sound so that 
a urge audience can hear the sound and 
observe the exact correlation between the 
movements of the speakers or actors or sing- 
ers and the audible sounds sa regards pitch, 
loudness and quality of the vocal or other 
sounds. - - 

"It has been calculated that in a record 
on an ordinary twelve Inch disc of a gramo- 

Shone the length of Its spiral groove— count- 
ig 100 grooves to the inch from the centre 
to the circumference of the disc — Is about 
240 yards, or 720 feet If, however, the 
ripples maine by the vibrating stylus as the 
due revolves under It at the rate of thirty- 



two Inches per second be added, It brings up 
the total length of the sound line— in the 
reproduction of a sound record lasting from 
three to tour minute*— to, It may be, COO 
yard, or 1,500 cet. The disc makes about 
seventy-six revolutoos per minute, or an 
average rate o each revolution In .8 second.

"It Is not enough to have a perfect syn- 
chronism between the phonograph and the 
cinematograph — between the talking machine 
and the camera. The vocal sounds of one or 
more speakers must be registered at a dis- 
tance of several yards from the phonograph. 
To do this without altering the purity and 
intensity of the aounds emitted Is no easy 
problem. Obviously the phonograph and 
cinematograph must be placed in the same 
electrical circuit Experience has shown that 
the phonograph must control the action of 
both Instruments. 

"Considerable progress Id the technique has 
been made since then. The experiments have 
been prepare under the superintendence of M. 
Gaumont himself. Phonograph, gramophone 
and cinematograph have each and all Inde- 
pependently been great Industrial and com- 
mercial succeesese. Ferhas there Is even a 
brighter future for 'chronophone,' combining 
as it does the two epeolflclally different Instru- 
ments, the one appealing to the eye, the other 
to the oar. Only a short time ago, just be- 
fore the dose of the year 1010, Thomas A. 
BtHson himself — who was the Inventor of the 
phonograph— is reported to have said, when 
addressing some members of the American 
press, that he had worked for many years 
how to obtain a perfect 
between- the phonograph and 
The problem of how to 
obtain perfect synchronism between the pic- 
tures projected on the screen by a cinemato- 
graph and the words spoken by the actors 
part tdpa ttog in the scene -in such a way as 
to add voice and speech to the reality, and 
so complete the Illusion of life. Is one which 
has occupied the attention of many investiga- 
tors in both worlds for fifteen years or more, 
lbs practical solution was accomplished by 
M. Gaumont and his collaborators more than 
a year ago. 

If by any chance there Is a discord, how- 
ever small, even a fraction of a second, be- 
tween the emission of the sound by the talk- 
ing machine and the movement of the Lips 
of the speaker, there is a special arrangement 
called the 'differential,' by means of which 
any want of accord between the phonograph 
and camera can be Immediately rectified. The 
differential gearing, which is placed on the 
shaft between the cinematograph and Its 
motor and la actuated by means of a special 
small motor, Is provided with a reversing 
commutator, which, enables the operator to 
control the speed of the cinematograph— 
either hastening or slowing its movements. 
The speed of the phonograph remains con- 
stant so that all correction In speed, in order 
to ayncronise the two machines, is done by 
accelerating or retarding the speed of projec- 
tion by means of the cinematograph. By 
means of the differential any accidental dis- 
placement of the phonograph needle during 
the projection can Instantly be rectified."

dropped below the .300 mark. Brooklyn fin- 
ished first once, and ran second four times l/i

The teams of tho American League race 
are more evenly matched than appears to be 
the case In the older league, and their race 
Is anybody** for the time being. Six of the 
eight teams are above the .500 mark, and 
say one of them can win the pennant. Dur- 
ing the past week the Chicago White Sex 
took a big drop in their work, and ran be- 
hind their early season form They won only 
one game out of seven played, and thereby 
lost eighty-two points.

The Brooklyn players could learn much to 
their advantage from the New York Nationals 
in the way of getting greater results than 
they do from their batting efforts. Brooklyn 
"■* •« adroit way, exclusively its own, of 
getting In only a couple of runs from a doicn 
or more safe hits, while New York wastes less 
energy and accomplishes better results. For 
Instance, In the last New York game at Brook- 
lyn the McOrawltes mado five runs off eight 
nits, while Brooklyn scored four runs off 
thirteen safeties. But, then, New York Is 
always playing ball. With as many appar- 
ently clever men on Its team, the Brookfyns 
should show more class than they do. The 
team Is not properly handled to bring out the 
best efforts the men are capable of doing. 
There Is a screw loose somewhere, and until 
the defect la remedied there Is little prospect 
or a post season pennant question ever being 
■ettlcd on Bast side of the big bridges. 

The day the Cincinnati Reds camo here for 
the opening game of their flrat scries, a local 
afternoon paper said: "Crandall may be 
called upon to play second base. Doyle's 
swollen arm and Groh's lsmenesa msy keep 
the pair out" But Doyle was forced to go 
In, and bumped out five safeties, including a 
double and a triple bagger.

The fire was soon ex- 
tinguished, but It was some time before the 
players could return to their rooms, which 
were filled with smoke. 

What a bargain counter lot of attractions 
the major league clubs will have for their 
patrona when they begin to reel off their 
postponed games. It Is an HI wind that blows 
no one any good, and tho royal rootors will 
revel In double-headers galore before the 
season ends. . 

It wasn't so many years ago that Brooklyn 
declined a very liberal monetary offer for 
Harry Lumley and Tim Jordan, and now the 
former has been released by Blngbamton, 
while Tim Is still enjoying a run with the 
Toronto team, of the international League. 
Baseball chattels are very hazardous risks. 

The rain will have nothing on McOraw 
when he takes his players to Marlln, Tex., 
next Spring to do their preliminary work, as 
he has had plans drawn up for tho erection 
of a building In which the pitchers and 
catchers can do their work when a pluvial 
Is In action. There will also be handball 
and tennis courts constructed, and an Indoor 
sliding box, where the players can be In- 
structed In sliding to the bases. Manager 
McOraw seldom falls to make provisions for 
any emergency. 

Manager Wolverton, of the New York 
Americans, gave a young college pitcher, 
named Carl Thompson, a try-out during the 
latter part of the opening game at Cleveland, 
on June 6, and while It was not an oppor- 
tunity to show his real abllty, he did show 
class enough to convince all present that he 
has a very promising baseball future. A little 
more seasoning and be may prove to be one - 
of the team's mainstays In the pitcher's po- 
sition before the season ends. lie was born 
at Spring City, Tenn., twenty-two years ago, 
and his baseball experience was gained with 
prep, school and couege teams. 

Nat C. Strong appears to be something of 
a comedian, and probably would enjoy his 
own facetious remarks If he did not take 
himself so seriously. Mr. Strong is en- 
couraging acts that are not strictly In com- 
pliance with the National Agreement, which 
is bulwark of organised baseball, and, be- 
cause the National Commission objects to his 
actions, he threatens to take the matter 
Into court He should have about the same 
standing In court as has the highwayman, 
who objects to the police for Interfering with 
his business. Organized baseball gives em- 
ployment to between 1,200 and 2,000 men, 
and If it waa not for the manner in which 
the game is being conducted there would be 
nothing In It for anyone. Every man who 
has over had any experience In managing 
ball clubs knows that there Is nothing to be 

falned In ontlaw .baseball. The existence of 
he Bldgewood Club does not depend upon 
the .maintenance of any ptayer who may be 
under the ban of the National Commission. 
If It does then It had better disband at once, 
for It will certainly come to grief sooner or 
later. There arc too many promising young 
ball players over the country for any club to 
defy the fundamental principles of the or- 
ganized baseball for the sake of carrying on 
Its team a player under the ban of the 
Nntlonal Commission.

The pavilion, which will 
accommodate over three thousand persons. Is 
entirely new, and the most original and grace- 
ful construction, and will be draped, uphol- 
stered and decorated la a style which Is in- 
tended to tfhrow everything else of the kind 
into the shade. In the grand orocesslon or 
etreet pageant Barnum, Van Amburgh ft Cos-

seldom seen where show people most do con- 
gregate. It Is rumored that the old veteran 
will again be mixed up In the circus business. 

W. H. Hough, business manager of tho 

John Robinson Circus and Menagerie, wblch 
starts out from Cincinnati on April IS, ar- 
rived here on Feb, 26. The nature of bis 
business bas not developed itself. 

The Circus and Variety Troupe organized 
at Leon, la., last Fall, has been disbanded. 
A correspondent says : "They had an amphi- 
theatre built and gave eight entertainments. 
Tho last was on Jan. 12. I was present, and 
everything went off finely. It was the best 

?erformance I have witnessed in the West 
or some time. Mr. Johnson and his trick 
horse, Fire King, was tbc great attraction. 
The feats the horse performed were truly 
wonderful. His gate leaping was good, and 
the feat of leaping through a lire balloon a 
clever trick." 

Ths Coming Tenting Season. — The time Is 
drawing near for circus companies to make 
their annual start for a tour through this 

Seat and glorious nation. Managers for 
e past four months have been busily en- 
fsged preparing for the csmpnlgn, buying 
resh stock, breaking In horses, building lug- 
gage vans, repainting their old wagons, oiling 
the harness, and In some instances, having 
new tents made. Last season there were 
eighteen different organizations on the road, 
and the approaching season will flud about 
the same number. The season of 1805 was 
the most successful one known for years, but 
last season waa not so brilliant. Most of ths 
big concerns did a flourishing business tha 
first four months, but there wss not one but 
felt the pressure of hard times when August 
and September set In. Probably there were 
more rslny days last season than were ever 
before encountered In the same months. Tho 
coming campaign does not promise over fruit- 
ful returns, as money Is scarce In the country 
towns, and It Is thought the season will be 
poorer than the last one. Nearly all the old 
managers will be on the road, together with 
a few now organizations. A well regulated 
company embraces the following people : First 
come the managers, then follow the treas- 
urer, advertising writer, layer out, equestrian 
director, boss canvssman. boss 'ostler, watch- 
man, doorkeeper, from eight to fourteen can- 
vssmen. twelve to fifteen performers, sixty 
to eighty horses, snd two to four men of the 
paste brigade. It takes about one hundred 
and twenty horses for a large menagerie. In 
olden tiroes the advertiser used to travel on 
his own bill wagon, and put up all his bill! 
with tacks with leattec ttyt a t&em. Now 
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ndsya he trivets In a light baggy, and Is 
followed by a bill wagon with a man and 
a paste wagon with one or two men. It Is 
also of late years that a writer Is called by 
some self-opinionated and egotistical "doc- 
tors," director of publications, and to glvo it 
a higher tone, we notice that one writes him- 
self down aa "Editor of Publications." (f 
these so-called "editors" properly attend to 
their business, they prove a valuable aux- 
iliary to tbc company. A real Jolly circus la 
something essentially American. A good 
circus la a good place for any one to visit 
There Is a carelessness and recklessness about 
everything which is exciting In the extreme. 
There are so many unheard of things, ex- 
cept the clown, who Is never unheard, But. 
mixed up aa they get to be, dangerous and 
confusing as It all la, they always come out 
as they went in — amid the shouts of the 
crowd. Ths Ci,ipriR*was the first paper In 
this country to give annually a complete list 
of every company going out. We now pre- 
sent our readers with the only correct pub- 
lished list :

In justice to Mr. Hamilton, 
th.it this nntowsrd accident was not owing 
to his want of skill, but entirety due to the 
carelessness of the parties who brought the 
animal to be tamed.

Glallo T. Hlcordl. 
Glullo Tito Ricordl, of tbe well known 
music publishing house of Ricordl A Co., 
Milan. Italy, died June 6, at his home in thnt 
city. 

The deceased, who was the grandson of the 
founder of the firm of Elcordl A Co., was 
born Dec 0, 1840, and succeeded his father, 
several years ago, as head of the firm. 

The name Ricordl was known the world 
over, and the Arm was the most powerful In 
Its line in Italy. If not In the world. It 
published all the operas of Verdi for half a 
century, as well as those of Rossini, Doni- 
zetti, Bellini. Puccini, and other famous com- 
posers. Last Spring Glulio's son, Tito, who 
now becomes head of the publishing firm, was 
in this country superintending the produc- 
tion of Puccini's "The Girl of tbe Golden 
West" Glullo Ricordl himself was here In 
1006, superintending the production of that 
composers other work, "Madama Butterfly." 

The firm, which is known in Italy as Casa 
Ricordl, has main offices In Milan and 
branches ht Rome, Naples, Palermo, Paris, 
London. Lelpslc, Buenos Aires and New York. 
Giovanni Ricordl, the founder of tbe Arm, 
was born In 1785. When a young man he 
became an orchestra leader at a Milan 
marionette theatre, and in a short time be 
was much In demand as a music copyist. In 
those days music printing in Italy was in Its 
infancy, and young Ricordl, realising the 
possibilities, saved enough money to take 
him to Llepslc, where he learned the printing 
of music from the famous music publishers, • 
Brietkopf A Hirtel. Rlcordi then took a 
small outfit back to Milan- and began pub- 
lishing. 

When the business got too large for him, 
the older Rlcordi took Into the firm his elder 
son. Tito, who was a good business mnn end 
a musician. Even before the elder Ricordl 
died, in 1858, Tito had assumed large con- 
trol of the firm's affairs. From then until 
his death. In 1888, the history of Casa Ri- 
cordl was bound up with tliat of Giuseppe 
Verdi. Tbe great composer's Increasing fame 
was due In large measure to the activity of 
tbe firm which published bis cperas. 

Glulio Ricordl, who died, being the third 
in the line, had leanings Howard a military 
life. He served several years in the army, 
but be finally abandoned his uniform and 
went Into partnership with bis father. 

The Rlcordls practically controlled the mu- 
sic output of Italy. In speaking of their 
power a musical writer once made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

"Blllaud, the one time tenor controls the 
popular Qulrino Theatre, In Rome, In which 
every Spring, and sometimes In Summer, 
popular opera is given ; that Is, opera at 
popular prices. Rlcordi not only controls the 
copyrighted works, hut through these he ex- 
ercises a dominion over those In the public 
domain. He has the scores, the parts, the 
material, etc., and, like a competent firm, 
the price he fixes Is his own. Blllaud started 
a newspaper controversy with the Ricordl 
bouse. The house asked for 'II Trovatore' 
1,000 francs a performance. For the per- 
formances of 'Gloconda,' Trovatore,' 'Nor- 
ma,' 'Favorlta,' and several others the price 
demanded was 8.800 francs, or lire. 

"That was several seasons since; for this 
past season 12,300 lire was demanded for the 
same group, or any similar group, such as 
'La Tosca,' 'II Forxa,' 'Travlata/ etc. 'La 
Boheme' was increased from 3,000 to 6,100 
lire; 'La Tosca' 3,000 to 6,500; former- 
ly 'Ballo in Maschera' and 'Ernanl' were 
1.000 lire each; now 4,500. Rlcordi explains 
that the augmented prices are due to the 
general advance in tie cost of production, 
to the rise of prices, and to other added 
expenses." 

Tito Ricordl, son of the deceased, who now 
succeeds to the business, is about forty years 
of age.

In "Sweet Lavender," 
through New England, he acted Dick. He 
then went with Fanny Rice, In "A Jolly Bur- 
prise." He was with Miss Rice three sea- 
sons, then with Pauline Hall, In "Dor- 
cas." In 1S97 he acted Underhoit, In 
"My Friend from India." Then he re- 
turned to the Frohman forces and played 
Olereekc, In "At the White Horse Tavern." 
He was at tbe BIJou Theatre. New York, 
Sept. 10 1000, and acted Rarztlla, la "Cupid 
Outwits Adam :" also acted Jim, in "The Gay 
Mr Llghtfcot" He first appeared In vaude- 
ville at Keith's Theatre, this city, In June, 
1901. The next season he was engaged to 

Ri.i.v David Harum. In the play of that name, 
le then Joined Mrs. Flake's company, to 
play In "Teas of the D*Urbervllies, at the 
Manhattan Theatre. New York. The next 
season he was with.

PAHAMA-PACHC 
INTERNATIONAL 
EXPOSITION. 

The Panama-Pacific International Exposi- 
tion will be a 150,000,000 proposition. In thla 
respect, ss well as In the matter of exhibits 
and rxtlstJc conception, It will be vastly 
greater than any world's exposition that ever 
las been held In any part of the world. 

The foundation for the great exposition 
was laid In the raising of an original fund 
of 117,500,000, which amount was pledged to 
It by people of Ban Francisco and California 
before congress was asked to give It official 
governmental recognition. 

Of this $17,500,000, a turn of more than 
14,000,000 waa raised within two hours by 
popular subscription at a great mass meet- 
tag held In the Merchants Exchange Build- 
ing during April, 1910. This popular sub- 
scription was later Increased by other pledges 
to the amount of $7,500,000. 

In addition to the popular subscription 
fund, the State of California has taxed itself 
In the sum of $5,000,000 to aid the exposi- 
tion, and the city of San Francisco haB au- 
thorized $5,000,000 worth of bonds for the 
same purpose. 

Approximately $5,000,000 more Is assured 
through an action by the Legislature permit- 
ting the counties of the State to levy a tax 
not to exceed cents on each $100 assessed 
valuation, for the purpose of raising funds 
foe county displays at the Exposition. 

Of the flfty-two counties In the State of 
California, thirty-eight already hare levied 
the cent tax, and it Is eatlmated that the 
total amount raised In this way will be in the 
neighborhood of $5,000,000. In most in- 

Stancea thla tax Is spread over a period of 
ve years. 

On Jan. 31, 1011, the national Houae of 
Representatives took final action upon the 
matter of extending federal recognition, and 
brought to an end a friendly fight between 
Ban Francisco and New Orleans, which had 
been contending for months for the honor of 
holding the Exposition. 

Ban Francisco won Its case before tho 
House of Representatives by a vote of 188 to 
156 for New Orleans. On Feb. 8, 1911, the 
senate committee of Congress reported unani- 
mously In favor of Ban Francisco, and the 
bill was passed a few days later. It was 
signed by President Taft on Feb. 15, 1011. 

Ground was broken for the ExpoHltlon on 
Oct. 14, 1911, at the Stadium, In Golden 
Gate Park. President Taft turning the first 
spadeful of earth which marked the actual era 
ef exposition construction. Complete plans 
for tho Exposition have been prepared and 
approved since that time. 

On Feb. 2, 1012, President Taft, assured 
that the necessary funds were available and 
that a proper site had been selected for the 
holding of the Exposition, Issued a proclama- 
tion Inviting the nations of the world to par- 
ticipate. A foreign commission, authorized 
by the President to represent the Exposition, 
la now in Europe. 

Twenty-four States outside of California 
have already made appropriations for par- 
ticipation In tho exposition, while action Is 
pending before the legislatures of several 
other States. Half a doien foreign govern- 
ments have nloo formally accepted the presi- 
dent's Invitation to participate. 

Tho site chosen for the exposition proper 
comprises a tract of approximately 025 acres, 
Including a portion of the Harbor View dis- 
trict and government property within the 
Presidio and Fort Masou. It has n frontage 
of nearly tbree miles on the Bay of San 
Francisco Just within the Golden Gate, nnd 
Is In a natural basin surrounded by hills. 

The chief exhibit palaces will be thirteen 
In number. They will be devoted to fine arts, 
agriculture, education, manufacture, varied 
industries, liberal arts, machinery, mines 
and metallurgy, transportation, horticulture, 
stockyards, stock pavilion, automobiles. Their 
combined area will amount to 3,781,600 
square feet. 

The plot assigned to amusement conces- 
sions covers forty-live acres. There will be 
a horticultural display of fifty acres within 
the grounds, twelve acres or railroad and 
miscellaneous outdoor exhibits, a children's 
playground and a fifty acre drill and avia- 
tion field. Ten acres will be devoted to the 
government exhibit, forty acres to state build- 
ings, and thirty-seven acres to foreign build- 
ings. 

All applications for sites of buildings and 
outdoor exhibits must be filed on or before 
June 1, 1014. 

Permits for apace will not be transferable, 
and each exhibitor and concessionaire will be 
confined to such exhibits nnd concessions aa 
are specified In bis application.

The exposition gateB will be opened Feb. 
20, 1015, and will close Dec. 4, 1015, giving 
an exposition period of nine and n half 
months.

Proctor, 
who is vice president of the big booking office, 
as well as a director of the corporation which 
operates It. 

In view of many recent combinations and 

?iurchases of various vaudeville theatres 
hroughout tho country. Mr. I'roctor was 
asked if there was any likelihood of a change 
In the personnel or the policy of the United 
Rooking Office. 

"Not the slightest," he said. "The book- 
ing office Is our clearing house, so to speak. 
Its fundamental purpose is a most excellent 
one. because It Insures the business Integrity 
and the harmony of the entire vaudeville 
business. Tho members of the booking office 
bound themselves together by a twenty year 
contract, and there are sixteen years yet to 
run In the life of this splendid Institution, 
No member has withdrawn, and none wish to 
withdraw. 

"Personally I am delighted with the prac- 
tical results thus far accomplished, which 
has been to tho mutual benefit of the theatre 
owners and the performers." 

A rumor that a sweeping reduction In 
artists' salaries was contemplated was em- 
phatically denied by Mr. Proctor, whoso 
strong position in tho executive council of 
the United Rooking Office makes his declara- 
tion sufficient. 

Mr. Proctor suggested that his strong 
fnlth In the permanency of tho vaudeville 
business was substantially Indicated by three 
recent extensions to his circuit, which now 
comprises twemty-flvo theatres. In Newark, 
N, J., and Seliencctody nnd Mount Vernon, 
N. Y., he has recently made theatre invest 
ments totaling over $1,000,000. 

Tho plans for his new house in Mount 
Vernon were exhibited Juno 8, for tho first 
time, and caused no little comment on ac- 
count of the numerous novel features intro- 
duced. The new house will hnvo no stair- 
ways, except on fire escapes, the ascent to 
each of the three floors being almost imper- 
ceptible gradients. The house will ho tho 
third largest In New York State, having a 
total capacity of nearly 2,000. A roof gar- 
den capable of entertaining 2,000 persona 
will be a delightful and refreshing Innova- 
tion for suburban playgoers Elevators to 
all floors will be another luxury. 

"I wanted Mount Vernon's rapidly growing 
population to hove the latest metropolitan 
type," said Mr. Proctor, "and thai, of 
course, Incl'idcd a roof garden, I did not 
have land enough at first to do this, so I 
went ahead and bought the wholo block. 1 
then found I bnd something to spare, so 
I'm adding an up-to-dnte hotel, a building 
containing stores and offices, which will be 
ready when the theatre Is finished." 

Theso uddltlons to his pinna will total the 
Proctor Investment in Mount Vernon to nearly 
$400,000. The property Is in the foremost 
part of the new civic centre of tho city. 
< l ■

Charles W. Bray, general manager of tho 
Western Vaudeville Managers' Association, 
and his private sccrctsry, B. 0. Child, to- 
gether with George II. I linen, manager of the 
Lyda Theatre, proved themselves heroes on 
Thursday night June 0, when they rushed 
to the rescue of the patrons of the Warring- 
ton Opera House, Onk Park, when the build- 
ing was threatened by flames. 

Following his custom of constantly In- 
specting theatres which book through the 
offices ho manages, Mr. Bray and his secre- 
tary were watching the show at the Lyda 
Theatre, Chicago, and ho was dictating notes 
of tho various acts to his secretary, when ho 
and Mr. Hlncs woro Informed by 'phone of 
the fire. 

They at onco rushed to the street, Jumped 
Into Mr. Bray's automobile, and made the 
four miles, which intervene between the two 
theatres, in about six minutes, Instantly 
being followed by two or three motorcycled 
policemen, who commanded them to "stop." 
No heed was paid to the cops' orders, and Ihc 
policemen, on seeing what had happened, re- 
fused to make arrest. When they reached 
tho building Mr. Bray and his companions 
tied wet handkerchiefs over their faces und 
assisted In leading the panic-stricken patrons 
of the crowded theatre to the exits. All 
reached the street In safety, and after the 
theatre crowd had gotten out they also as- 
sisted the people living- in tho tenements In 
the block to tho street. 

When seen on Friday morning Mr. Bray 
refused to give a statement or to think tlmt 
he had done nnythlng out of the ordinary. 
He also deplored the fact that It was to be 
printed. 

The flro was caused by crossed wires under 
the stage, and was discovered by Manager 
H. E. McMauus. The orchestra played ns 
long as possible, and the moving picture 
operator, Frank Cavunaugh, kept the ma- 
chine ' In operation until the theatre w»« 
empty. Mr. nines, who !s the owner of tho 
Lyda Tltcntre, bought the Warrington less 
that two weeks ago. Tho building wll' proba- 
bly bo remodeled nnd' opened in the Fail.

lefore n Joint committee of the House and 
Senate, and was reported upon favorably. Tko 
hill, which is expected to pass tho legislature 
ojuI be ir.ndo a law, lias the backing, not only 
of the National Alliance, but of organized 
labor and tho press of Louisiana as well, 
i)nd while somewhat drastic In its terms, 
still permits tho appearance of children on 
the sligo In that State nnd does not, as here- 
tofore prohibit the Instruction of tho child 
dctor in the dramatic nrt. 
' Francis Wilson and Llgon Johnson ap- 
peared biforc the hearing for the National 
Alliance, and so clear cut nnd vigorous were 
their arguments that the opposition was 
routed. Indeed, the audience, which over- 
flowed tho geueral asscmply ball where the 
haarlig was hold, became most enthusiastic 
In, tho Interest of the stage child, and bo 
grei/t war the applause accorded Mr. Wil- 
son's speech, that he was forted to take an

The Clinton bill, while protecting tho child 
in every way, mentally, morally and physic- 
ally, permits Kb appearance upnu tho dra- 
matic stage, conditionally upon the presenta- 
tion of .\ certificate from an official to whom 
such authority Is designated, this permit 
being Issued only upon proof being furnished 
i>uclt official that the conditions surrounding 
tho child are such as to insure the safety of 
ItB life, limb and mental and moral welfare.

Ho far as will not Interfere with 
the operation of tbe apparatus, the air boles 
in the booth must be covered on the Inside 
with gauze or similar material, so that lamp 
sparks may not escape. 

— All electric apparatus must be 
mounted on tables of uninflammable material, 
and must be provided with safety hoods of 
fireproof Insulating material. 

MVc, 4. When a limelight Is used, only tho 
so-called lyiMy lamps, ln which the gas 
mixture Is effected Just before Ignition, or a 
mlxturu burner, in which tho gas mixture Is 
effected inside the burner, may be employed.

This receptacle (saturator) must be con- 
nected with the oxygen cylinder by good and 
well attached rubber hose. The saturator 
must contain porous substances to absorb 
tbe volatile ether or gasoline.

It must be kept In a 
metal receptacle made safe against rust, and 
the openings In which are provided with 
safety devices to prevent back drafts. 

Sec. 6. The Intense heat and light rays 
wblch pnss through the lens must be shut 
out or weakened by safety shutters as Boon 
as the film stops unwinding. 

Sec. 7. The portion of the film which Is at 
any moment between the light and the lens 
must be so isolated from the remainder of 
the film that, should It ignite by reason of 
the Intense light rnys passing through it, 
the fire will not extend to those portions of 
the film which have already passed by tbe 
film or arc yet to pass. 

Sec 8. The (11m must be unrolled from a 
metal drum wblch Is completely closed ex- 
cept for tbe exit opening for the film, and 
this opening must he so narrow that tbe 
entry of a flame Is Impossible. 

Sec. 0. The apparatus, the lamp bootb and 
Ibc lamps may not he used until they aro 
tested under the Inspection of n representa- 
tive of the fire department or other compe- 
tent Judge, and arc declared to be free from 
objection. 

Sec. 10. The apparatus must be so set that 
no Infinmmnlile or flimsy stuff (paper and the 
like) is Immediately over It. A non-inflam- 
mable cover must be kept beside the appara- 
tus, to throw over it in case of fire ; also a 
basin of water and a fire extinguisher. 
Other Precautions, 

Sec. 11, The supply of films not actually 
In use must be kept In closed metal recep- 
tacles. 

Beci. 12. Smoking Is prohibited In ihe ap- 
paratus booth and In the vicinity of the 
films. If the apparatus bootb Is hung with 
curtains, these must be of material not easily 
set on lire. 

Sep. 13. The apparatus may be operated 
only by one who, after proving himself com- 
petent, has been licensed by tbe police. When 
electric or calcium light Is used he must bo 
well Informed as to the handling of the 
same. 

Sec. H. In the case of productions hi the- 
atres or balls which hold more than 500 pet- 
sons, if the operation of the apparatus and 
the lighting of the theatre are not done by 
tbe some man, a signal device must be placed 
beside the apparatus In order that the nin-i 
In chnrge of the house lighting may be ap- 
prised of an existing fire or other trouble, 
and turn on the lights in the theatre. 
' Sec. 15. The apparatus must lie so set up 
that the public can not come within reach of 
It. A safe exit must be provided for the 
operator ot the apparatus ; for the spectators 
there must be a sufficiently broad exit on tlio 
opposite side of the house from the appara- 
tus. 

Sec. 10. Exceptions to Ihe above regula- 
tions may be made la cuscs In which other 
examined and approved special provisions are 
taken fur safely. Special Instructions given 
to owners nf moving picture shows must be 
observed In like manner ns the contents ot 
this order. 

A TNoii-Iiifluniiuultle Flint. 

So far ns 1 have been able to ascertain 
there is m> truly non-inflammable tilm manu- 
factured In Berlin. There la, however, a 
Illm nf ecetyci'llulose, whose makers (name 
obtainable from the Bureau of Manufactures) 
claim that It Is waterproof like nitrocellulose 
tllius and otherwise similar to them, except 
that It Is rather difficult of ignition, and slow 
burning when Ignited. It Is on this latter 
ground that the term "non-Inflammable" la 
applied to it. 
Safety Secured by Construction of 
ApiiunttllN. 

(From Consul (lateral frank II. Mason, 
Varit.)- • 

Safety from fire nt cinematograph or mov- 
ing picture exhibitions In l'nris is secured 
not by enclosing the apparatus la a fireproof 
booth or cell, hut by the construction of tbe 
apparatua Itself. In the 'rase of large clnc- 
nintograph theatres, the apparatus Is gen- 
erally placed outside tbe auditorium, but tbe 
chief security Is in the construction of tbe 
machine, which may be briefly described ns 
follows : 

The (11m Is wound in n metallic cylinder 
called a "choker." When lu use tbe film 
passes downward In front of the lens and Is 
automatically colled lu another metallic lire- 
proof "choker." Only n small section of tbe 
film — about six Inches In length — is exposed 
to the rnys from the lens, and should this 
tectlon take lire it could not possibly ignite 
the portions of the tilm Inside the "chokers" 
or cause a conflagration, but to avoid even 
this danger there Is placed between the lamp 
and the lens a crystal vase or tank filled 
with water, which effectually prevents over- 
heating the film by rays from the light. 

To further secure this result a flap or 
movable diaphragm of metal is placed close 
to And In front of the film, and this Is 
opened only when the apparatus Is put in 
motion and closes automatically when It 
stops, shutting off the light from contact 
with the film the moment tbe projection Is 
finished or suspended. This device and the, 
existing police regulations appear to be quite 
effective, and there Is, so far as appears, no 
demand that the apparatus shall be further 
Inclosed in a fireproof booth.

OPERA CHAIRS FOR AMUSEMENT 
HALLS. 

(From Consul S. U. Taylor, Nottingham, 
England.) 

There are no Arms In Nottingham acting 
as agents for theatre chairs, but for this 
purpose American firms might correspond 
with the furniture dealers whose names and 
addresses are obtainable from the Bureau of 
Manufacturers. I have made Inquiries as to 
the opportunities for such chairs, and the 
situation appears to be : 

As soon as moving pictures began to be 
housed in theatres of their own, Arms for the 
manufacture of their furnishings were estab- 
lished. There arc now about a dozea of 
these, situated in London, Liverpool, Man- 
chester and Birmingham. When a new pic- 
ture theatre is decided upon, the architect 
or builder writes for estimates to the several 
firms, and naturally selects the lowest bid. 
Competition is very keen and prices arc cut 
to a fine point. 

An indication of British prices, which may 
be of value In estimating conditions of the 
locnl trade, ' follows : Folding birch chair, 05 
cents each ; garden or exhibition chair, fold- 
ing Iron frame, varnished Inth seat and back, 
54 cents each ; seats or chairs to be at- 
tached to floor In rows. 15 Inch centres, 12 Mi 
inches deep, solid wood, stained any color, 
polished backs, 5% inches, painted Iron 
standards, 05 cents each ; same, with seat 
and back with upholstered centre, finished 
banding and brass studs, covered American 
leather cloth, SI. 21 ench ; seats or chairs to 
be attached to floor in rows, 16 to 18 Inch 
centres, 5 Inch stuff-over back, seat 14 Inches 
deep, well upholstered. 3 to 5 inches thick, 
covered In good quality Utrecht velvet or 
railway rep, 11.82 each. 

The best method of reaching the local 
trade is to deal through a wholesale dis- 
tributing agency In London, Liverpool or 
Manchester, which would act as a centre foi 
the British trade generally. I am very 
doubtful whether It would be found profit- 
able to establish an agency in this city, as 
the amount of business to be done bere In 
Ihe future is likely to be limited, tbe com- 
munity being already well supplied and al- 
most oversuppllcd with moving picture shows. 

British Prlcca Low. 

(From Consul General John L. Griffiths, 

London, Eny.) 

Prices of British made theatre chairs are 
very low, and when tbe seating of a ball Is 
Installed under contract prices in the aggro- 
gate rule slightly lower. It Is thought that 
the public generally prefers upholstered or 
leather (usually imitation) covered chairs, 
and that steel chairs would not be popular. 
So far as cinematograph theatres and ordi- 
nary theatres and halls arc concerned. It 
would appear thnt the present local demand 
Is fully supplied ; In fact. In many districts 
they are already so numerous that tbe mar- 
gin of -profit Is frequently at a minimum, 
and being already fitted, the introduction of 
new chalro In place of those already in use 
would not commend Itself to the owners. 
Valencia n Furniture MannfucturlnK 

Centre. 
(From Comul Robert Frazer Jr., Valencia, 
Spain.) 

Present prospects for tic Spanish Impor- 
tation ot opera chairs and general seating 
supplies for theatres and other places of 
amusement arc not encouraging so far as 
Valencia district Is concerned. 

With the sole exception of trial samples 
of office furniture and barbers' chairs, no 
furniture of any kind has been imported 
here during the past eight years. Valencia 
Is one of the most Important centres of 
Spain for the manufacture of cbalrs and mis- 
cellaneous furniture, and although tbe greater 
part of the lumber used by furniture fac- 
tories is imported, the employment of modern 
machinery and abundance of labor at a low 
wage scnlc contribute to cheapen tbe cost of 
production, while the very high tariff on Im- 
ported furniture effectively excludes foreign 
competition. 

Plain wooden chairs, without moldings or 
ornamentation, pay a duty of $13.51 per 
100 kilos (220.40 pounds), which Is equiva- 
lent to an ad valorem duty of nbout 40 per 
cent., as tbe value on which tbe tariff 
schedule wns based was $3.1.80 per 100 kilos. 
Chairs the wood ot wblch Is turned or with 
tnuldlUKH attached, pay $28.05 per 10O kilos, 
and chairs upholstered with leather, silk or 
silk mixture, pay duty at the rate of $33.80 
per 100 kilos, the estimated cost of produc- 
tion <»i which this lnst named tariff was 
framed being $00.50 per 100 kilos. 

Amcrlcnn Styles Coiilcd. 

The few sample chairs and pieces of office 
furniture imported from America serve only 
as models for imitation, and an Important 
factory recently established at Barcelona Is 
turning out exclusively Amcrlcnn designs, 
which arc reproduced wltb marked fidelity 
In form and appearance. 

Tbe chairs most In demand here arc of 
plain wood, seated with stamped veneers, or 
rushes and sedges grown on tbe borders of 
the marshes and rice fields near this city, 
and coBt only fifty cents per chair complete. 
These cbalrs are piled In thousands during 
the long Summer In the public parks, open 
air theatres, churches, etc., and are hlretl at 
the rate of 1 to 5 cents per hour or per- 
formance, according to tbe Importance of the 
festivity or celebration. 

There are no Importing merchants or job- 
bers la foreign furniture In Valencia, and all 
firms engaged In the furniture trade appear 
to take It for granted that there is no pos- 
riblllty of competing with home products at 
present. 

Japan Supplies Its Own Seeds. 

(From Consul General Thomas Satnmont. 

Yokohama, Japan.) 

Tbe ruling factor In the sale of chairs for 

amusement halls In Japan Is cheapness, and 

although quality and durability arc desirable 



features, the cost of the home made article 
Is so low and so adapted to tbe present needs 
of the people that little encouragement can 
be held out as yet for the sale of Western 
equipment. Of the four classes into which 
the seats of amusement halls In Japan are 
divided, only two, tbe "special" first and the 
first class are provided with chairs, the 

Setter majority of seats included In the 
lrd and second classes being merely rude 
wooden benches.

PERCY WILLIAMS RETIRES. 

The retirement of Percy 0. Williams from 
vaudeville means much to this end of tlio- 
amusement business, for while his siting of 
houses have been acquired by one of the most 
able men this field has ever known, and 
while tbe Held still has many other able and 
energetic managers, still the loss of even 
one popular, pushing manager will bo felt. 

Mr. Williams began his managerial career 
in a modest way as the manager of a little 
known theatre In Urooklyn. Tills was fol- 
lowed by another theatre, l.ttle more promi- 
nent than bis Unit, nod It was not until he 
began building the Orpheuin, also In Urook- 
lynv that his fellcw managers begau to take 
any uotlco of him. The "wise" ones shook 
their heads and predicted utter disaster for 
tho young manager who was rushing In to 
compete with those who had been factors In 
tbo vaudeville field for years. 

When tho house opened, it was a revela- 
tion. Success was its portion from tlio 
start, but tho "knowing" ones again shook 
their heads aud said, "Walt till the novelty 
wears off 1" And they waited. Hut the nov- 
elty did not scorn to be of the wearing off 
kind. The house was crowded at every per- 
'formaucc, and those who had predicted 
failure for the daring manager, were forced 
to admit that In the Orplicum Mr. Williams 
had a veritable gold mine. 

Once fairly established In Urooklyn, Mr. 
Williams looked for other worlds to cunuuer, 
and one day ho walked across the Brooklyn 
It ridge and located In New York. His ven- 
ture was the Circle. 

Success again perched on his banner, and 
It was not long before ho assumed the mana- 
gerial costrol of the -Colonial, at the samo 
time giving up the Circle. Then came tho 
Alliambra, the Greenpolnt, the Chestnut 
Street Theatre, In 1'lillaUclpblu ; the Cres- 
cent, In Brooklyn, aud the Uushwtck, In the 
same city. 

Wllh this long string of houses In Greater 
New York Mr. Williams was a factor to bo 
reckoned with In the vaudeville affairs of 
this city. With his progressive Ideas he 
had done much for the advancement of 
vaudeville. He was ever looking for novel- 
ties, not only in Uurope, but In his own 
country, and It Is safe to say that no mana- 
ger "discovered" more native American talent 
than be. Many a performer taken from ob- 
scurity by him Is to-day a headliner. Many 
a perforoNr to-day looks back at tbe (line 
when he was given his Ural "real" chance 
by Mr. Williams and made good. 

Percy G. Williams has lung held an en- 
viable position in tbe amusement world. He 
has won and held tbu respect of manager 
and performer alike, while by those wllh 
whom he came In constant contact, his em- 
ployees, he was regarded a friend a-s well as 
an employer. They all liked him. and It Is 
not saying too much to say that when, on 
June 10, Percy G. Williams left vaudeville, 
vaudeville lost one of the most popular and 
able managers It has over known.

PLAY PRATES. 

The pirating of plajs causes no end of 
trouble as well as loss of money to the play 
owners, and the great difficulty Is to find a 
way to suppress It There Is rarely a the- 
atrical manager so unprincipled as to know- 
ingly put on a play that be has no right to, 
but many of them In remote places are fre- 
quently Imposed upon by despicable play 
peddlers, who pretend to represent the play 
owner, and In this way tbe Innocent manager 
Is victimized. Of course, a lire, up-to-date 
manager could not be fooled la this flimsy 
manner, but there are many would-be mana- 
gers who control "oprey houses," who fall 
euBy prey to these sharks. There are also 
adventurers In the show business who take 
out a repertoire company on a shoestring, 
who arc not particular to ascertain the right 
they have to put on a play, so long as they 
can buy It cheap from a so-called play broker, 
and in moving rapidly from place to place be 
may run the play for considerable time be- 
fore he Is held up by the outraged owner of 
the play. The play owners are continually 
writing their grievances to the theatrical 
papers, but in nearly every case the papers 
can do nothing to help them, unless it is to 
condemn in a general way the unlawful 
practice of stealing plays. 

It would be dangerous as well as unfair 
for n paper to brand a manager of a show aa 
a pirate until that fact bad been clearly es- 
tablished In a court of law. In tbe same 
manner it would be wrong to declare a play 
broker a fraud until that bad been clearly 
proven. There Is no question that has not 
two sides, and both should be hoard before 
nn opinion Is given. The best protection for 
the owners of plays Is to advertise ex- 
tensively the plays they own, and the con- 
ditions upon which they can be lawfully used 
by others, giving the addresses of tbelr au- 
thorised agents, It they have any. This will, 
at least, prevent some of the Impositions 
upon the gullible managers. As to the sharks 
who deliberately appropriate a play and the 
fake play broker, eternal vlgllonce, and nail- 
ing them when caught, is tbe only apparent 
remedy.

Bronzed by Asiatic suns, yet aglow with 
health, Henry W. . Savage . arrived on the 
Lusltania on Saturday, June 15, after cir- 
cumnavigating the globe by the way of 
Japan, China, th» Philippines, India, Vienna, 
London and Paris, not In emulation of 
I'hlneas Fogg, Oeorgc Francis Train and 
other eminent globe trotters, but as a plain 
American citizen off duty on a holiday. His 
trip consumed nearly five months, beginning 
with on overland joumcy from New York to 
San Francisco, and thence leisurely to the 
Orient. Mr. Savage was accompanied by T. 
Daniel Frawley, and the two stopped at 
Honolulu, Ceylon and Manila, and reached 
Europe from Japan, after stopping In almost 
every Important city en route. 

The journey was designed purely aa a 
pleasure trip, and undertaken solely for va- 
cation and recreation, and If some such Idea 
as n vast circuit of theatres around the 
world connecting New York, link by link, 
with Japan, China, India, Egypt, etc., was 
evolved. It was not the object of Mr. Sav- 
age's cruise. In off hours, while sunning 
himself on the deck of the steamship cross- 
ing the Pacific Mr. Savage thought seriously 
of the poslblllty of an "Around the World 
Theatrical Circuit," by which a manager 
could send his successful productions to 
Honolulu, Yokohama, Toklo, Manila, Singa- 
pore, Rangoon and then through the Suet 
back by the European capitals to New York. 

'There arc Americans and Europeans all 
along the circuit craving for entertainment," 
said Mr. Savage, "and the Orientals them- 
selves are generous patrons of amusements. 
All that ls necessary ls theatre." 

In a number of cities real estate dealers 
p.nd contractors were anxious to build thea- 
tres. It all looked so feasible that had the 
journey not been planned solely for pleasure 
It ls probable that half a doxen Oriental the- 
atres would now be under way, and the 
"Around the World Circuit" an accomplished 
fact. 

hi saw all sorts and conditions of Ori- 
entals," said Mr. Savage, "from Rangoon to 
Agra. I dangled with the goats above the 
scow line of the Himalayas, and wandered 
through the white tombs of Agra. Of coarse 
I was Interested in amincmcnts and attended 
the theatres in all the countries we visited. 

"In Japan the pantomime performances 
are wonderful. I saw theatres crowded to 
their capacity where not a word was spoken, 
men and women being held spellbound and 
moved to tears by the marvelous silent 
mimicry. So clean-cut and cameo-Uke Is the 
work of these mimic artists that words are 
entirely unnecessary, 

"The Imperial Theatre in Toklo is a model 
of construction, and in some repects sur- 
passes any In America or Europe. The boxes 
are all so constructed as to be ia the line 
r.f vision and yet arc In easy, graceful lines. 
Curiously enough, however, there are never 
more than two seats sold in a box. although 
they have seating accommodations for six 
to eight people. 

"Another thing which Impressed me in 
connection with the Japanese theatres were 
the arrangement of the exits and entrances, 
which are all made in the rear of the house. 
As an actor comes on or goes off there ls 
a noise which proceeds from tbc exits aad 
reverberates through the theatre, giving an 
idea of I repressiveness to a scene. 

"The stage Is In a flourishing condition 
in Japan, but their ideas are of little value 
to America or Europe, except In the matter 
of pantomime. Actors are highly esteemed ia 
Japan when they appear upon tbc streets; 
many of the more popular ones have a fol- 
lowing of retainers. The female parts are 
still usually played by men, but in one in- 
stance women enacted them. 

"On account of the insurrection in China 
we only visited Hongkong. The authorities 
forbade tourists visiting Shanghai or the In- 
terior cities, where the people were being 
massacred on the streets at the rate of a 
thousand a day. 

'TFhe poverty In China Is extreme, but they 
ore looking for more favorable conditions 
when (be new Republican form of govern- 
ment la thoroughly organized Ignorance 
prevails to a yery large extent. With a 
population of approximately 400,000,000, 
there Is a large percentage of the people la 
some of the provinces who doesn't even know 
that there was a war between China and Ja- 
pan. There are six different languages, and 
uirwards of one hundred different dialects In 
the empire. 

"At Hong Kong we attended a performance 
in the English speaking theatre. The com- 
pany was an organization from San Fran- 
cisco, and the bill comprised a number of 
old Weber and Fields skits. We also at- 
tended a native theatre. The art of the 
Chinese Is far behind that of Japan, and. the 
onake-up of the actors almost hideous. No 
women are employed In the casts. 

"We visited Macon, a Portuguese possession 
in China and It is celebrated as a gambling 
resort The Monte Carlo of the Orient. 

"We regretted very much that we were 
only enabled to remain In Manila two or 
three days. Manila baa now a population of 
100.000. and 49 forging ahead at a rapid 
pace. , 

"In Rangoon, Burmah we attended a per- 
formance at a Parsee theatre. The curtain 
had scarcely gone up when I recognized the 

fieee aa our old criend, 'Ail Baba and the 
orty Thieves.' The chorus was really ex- 
cellent, though their voices struck me as 
rattier low. Close Inspection revealed the 
fart that ttiey wore all boys, but in full 
tights." 

On his way home Mr. Savage stopped in 
London long enough to conclude arrange- 
ments with Arthur Collins for the produc- 
tion in Drury Lane, In September, of Walter 
Browne's modern morality play, "Every- 
woman." This Is considered an iconoclastic 
move, as It will be the first time in forty 
years that the theatre, which ts t" home of 
spectacular melodrama In London, has been 
given over to any other purpose. An entire 
English production of "Everywom«n" will be 
made. Sketches and models are now being 
made by the celebrated Cornell!, and Mr, 
Collins will cast the piece with a company 
of representative English actors. 

During his short stay in Paris Mr. Savage 
contracted with Mme. Zimmerman for abso- 
lutely novel Ideas ia costumes for "Some- 
where Else," the new whimsical musical pro- 
duction by Avery Hopwood and Gustav La- 
den, which will be the first of his new at- 
tractions to be seen In New York early in 
Uip season. "Somewhere Else" will be the 
most sumptuously mounted play which has 
ever come from the Savage workshop, de- 
veloping on absolutely now Idea, which will 
require in the mechanical departments sev- 
eral hundred workmen for weeks to come. 

New productions of "The Merry Widow" 
and iThc Prince of Pllsen," with new cos- 
tumes and scenery, will be two other fea- 
tures of next season. 

The Rupert Hughes farce, "Excuse Me," 
will be represented in Mr. Savage's next 
season's attractions with two companies. In 
tliis connection It mny be mentioned that 
"Excuse Me" will also be presented in Paris 
and Berlin during the coming season. Pierre 
Veber Is now engaged on toe adaptation of 
the farce which will be put on at the Palais 
Royale, Paris, and the piece will also be 
adapted for Italy, Austria, Russia and Scan- 
dlDavla. Rupert Hughes Is also engaged on 
two new plays for Mr. Savage, one a do- 
mestic comedy, dealing with a number of 
type studies, and the other a more ambitious 
effort __ 

Walter Browne's allegorical morality, 



"Everywomao," will occupy a very Important 
place in the roster of Mr. Savage's transac- 
tions next season. Two companies will be 
organized : one will tour the West nnd the 
1'acltlc Coast and the other the principal 
cities of the Fust. 

There will also be two companies playing 
'The Million," and "Little Boy Blue" will be- 
gin its senson In Boston la September. 

•There is little or no foreign material thnt 
ls worth transplanting," said Mr. Savage. 
"There are fewer successes on the continent 
this season than ever before, and there Is 
only one big success on the London stage. 
With the lack of foreign material the conti- 
nental managers are looking to American 
authors for material, and I am sanguine of 
the success of 'Everywoman' in London, and 
'Excuse Me' in Paris, and next year I will 
plan to produce several American plays in 
England and the continent."

JOS. W. STERN * CO. WIN. 

Messrs. Jos. W. Stern A Co. have again 
won a decided victory. Last year, It will be 
recalled, Messrs. Jos. W. Stern 4 Co. Insti- 
tuted suit in the Supreme Court New York 
County, against tbc Carl Laemmle Music 
Company, of New York and Chicago, to se- 
cure an injunction and accounting In con- 
nection with the publication by the Laemm'e 
Company of the music of the song, entitled 
"I'll Change the Thorns to Roses." The 
words of this song were originally written 
by Arthur Lamb, and in lulu the Laemmle 
Company instituted a prize contest offering 
a prise to the contestant who should com- 
pose the best music for Lamb's words. The 
manuscripts were submitted at the Chicago 
office, and announcement was afterwards 
made that the judges had awarded the prlxe 
to IL Howard Cheney and one "Al. Fred- 
ericks." It has since developed that the 
chorus was Cheney's and the verse "Fred- 
ericks.' " In 1011 information came to Jos. 
W. Stem & Co., Indicating that the music >f 
the song, "I'll Change the Thorns to Roses," 
had been written by the popular composer, 
Alfred Solman, whi'C under exclusive con- 
tract to write for Jos. W. Stern & Co. On 
learning these facts Jos. W. Stern & Co. insti- 
tuted salt, and the action was brought to 
trial last week before Justice Newburger at 
Special Term. Messrs. Cohen, Crccvey * 
Uichter represented the plaintiffs, and Na- 
thaniel A. Elsberg. the defendants. Justice 
Newburger decided the case from the bench 
at Its conclusion, directing that judgment be 
entered for the plaintiffs for an injunction 
and accounting, stating at the same time 
that he believed that the case showed a de- 
liberate attempt on the part of Solman to 
evade his contract with Stern A Co., and 
that the Laemmle Co. had knowledge of the 
fact of his exclusive employment by Stern A 
Co. It was shown upon the trial that Sol- 
man had personally written the manuscript 
submitted In the prize contest, and had de- 
livered it to the Laemmle Co. and had col- 
lected the royalties under the name of "AL 
Fredericks." The claim was made on the 
trial that Arthur Lamb, the well known lyric 
writer, had composed the music, and that 
Solmin bad merely "arranged" Lamb's work. 
Arthur Lamb testified that he composed the 
mualc, as he had composed music for songs 
on other occasions, but that he did not like 
to become publicly known as a composer of 
music lest it bring about unpleasantness be- 
tweea blm and other composers with whom 
he was frequently collaborating. Solman tes- 
tified that he had frequently gotten melodies 
from Lamb, and that In the case of two of 
bis biggest hits published by Stern k Co., 
"The Bird on Nellie's Hat" and "Splash Me." 
I/amb was the real composer of the music as 
well as the author of the words, although 
Solman's name appeared upon the published 
songs as tbc composer, and he collected roy- 
alties as such. Notwithstanding this testi- 
mony, Justice Newburger found that Solman 
had composed the music of the verse as pub- 
lished by the Laemmle Co., and decided the 
case In favor of Jos. W. Stern & Co.

THAW FIGHTING FOR 9AJIITY. 

The hearing on the writ of habeas corpus 
by which Harry K. Thaw hopes to gain his 
freedom, opened June 15, before Supreme 
Court Justice Keogh, at White Plains. Thaw 
was transferred nine days previously from 
Ihe Mattes won Asylum for the Criminal In- 
sane to the Westchester County Jail, to re- 
main until the end of the hearing. 

Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, the mother, and 
bis slater Alice, are in White Plains, and 
will attend the dally sessions, which are ex- 
pected to last at least until July. 

The hearing is held In Part II of the new 
section of the White Plains courthouse. 
Sheriff Doyle has Issued orders to close the 
doors ns soon as tbc seats in the courtroom 
arc filled. 

Thaw is represented by Clarence J. Shearn, 
and the State by Wl'liam T. Jerome, formerly 
dl&rict Attorney of this county, who con- 
ducted Thaw's prosecution for the killing of 
Stanford White. He has been retained for 
this purpose by Attorney-Geneal Carmody, 
and will lie insisted by Deputy Attoruey-Geu- 
era! Kellogg. 

Justice Keogh, at the conclusion of the hear- 
ing, wilt start on a vacation trip to ICtirope, 
and wiH probably not decide the issue until 
his return.

SUNDAY SHOWS ATTACKED. 

George A. Morrison, of the fifty-ninth dis- 
trict, of Brooklyn, has Introduced a measure 
to the Board of Alderman, which attempts 
to prohibit any performance on a Sunday at 
any motion picture theatre where an admis- 
sion fee Is charged. A commission is to be 
appointed with power to grant permits, to 
give picture shows In public schools, Institu- 
tions, clubs, or private residences. Pictures 
of murder, suicide, assault, clubbing, beating, 
robbery, hold-ups, are strictly prohibited. 

Licenses are to be Issued according to this 
clause : 

"Each rnovinjr picture theatre and each open- 
air motion picture theatre license granted 
shall expressly state that no exhibition, pic- 
tures Sr songs, or any entertainment of the 
Stage, shall be permitted on Sundny In any 
motion picture or open-air motion picture the- 
atre and any violation of this provision shall 
be ground for tbe Immediate revocation of 
tbe license by the mayor." 

The ordinance was referred to a committee. 



TWO MORE THEATRES FOR 
PHILADELPHIA. 

The West End Realty Co., of Philadelphia, 
which owns the big moving picture house at 
Flfty-seoonil and Hansom streets, announced 
last week tbat It' bad purchased a plot 128

Every once In a while soma young writer 
will draw a pen picture In which be -will at- 
tempt to describe the playing of men In dqyB 
?one by, and then try to convince his readers 
hat the men of his day are so much faster 
and better players than were the men of the' 
past. It is odious for any one to attempt 
to make a comparison between the plnycrs 
of the past and tho.se at anytime since their 
day. There has been good ball playing each 
season since the now memorable Fashion 
Course Games of 1868, and each deende brings 
out some players In particular who stund 
out far above their fellow players, as can bo 
seen at any stnge of ihe proceedings. Krom 
1858 to 1802, Inclusive, Johnny Oliver, o( 
the old Atlantic;', of Brooklyn, was consid- 
ered by the critics of that day to be the 
Srcnteit second baseman the game had pro- 
ucd. The late Henry Chadwlck, In a com- 
ment on him some years after Oliver's re- 
tirement from the game, sold: "Another one 
fully equal to the nest of the present tlmo 
was Johnny Oliver, of tho Atlantlcs, who 
played second base for them from 1858 to 
1862, Inclusive. He was the best second 
boss of his day, and made what would be 
sate with most other basemen anything but 
saffi with him. His play during the five 
years be was In that position was the most 
brilliant that had ever seen shown on second 
base." 

During the decade of the sixties we had 
such noted second basemen as Jimmy Wood, 
Freddy Crane, A. J. Iteach, Robert Ferguson, 
George Flnnly, Charley Sweasy, Al. Martin, 
Robert Addy and otherB. And then In 1803 
we had that wonderful nine of the Eckford 
Club, of Brooklyn, which the critics of the 
day said could never be equaled. Tho nine 
was made up from the following men : 
Waddy Beach, catcher : Joseph E. Spraguc, 
pitcher ; A. J. Reach, Jimmy Wood and Ed- 
ward Duffy, on tho bases; Thomas Dcvyr, 
short field, and Henry Manolt. John Grum, 
Josh Snyder, Martin Swandol, Edward Brown 
and Siicnce, In tho Held. The nine went 
through the season without losing a game. 
It was certainly a remarkable team In every 
point of tho game. 

In the mesa tlmo tho Atlantlcs were re- 
modeling and training a practically new 
nine. Only three of their old nine remained 
— Peter O'Brien, Dicky Pcarco and Chnrlcy 
Smith. The new faces were John C. Chap- 
man, Freddy Crane, Joseph Start, Johnny 
finlvln, Sidney C, Smith and Thomas J. 
Pratt. It took the wholo season of 1803 to 
get the new team In trim and playing as the 
old Atlantlcs were noted for playing. Dur- 
ing 18G4 and 1806 tho Atlantlcs went through 
the seasons without losing a game, a feat 
unparalleled' In the history of baseball. They 
were then considered Invincible, and the 
critics were then saying that the gamo 
had reached the highest state of perfection. 
No faster or no better tenm could be gotten 
together than were the Atlantlcs, and; they 
were proclaimed champions of the universe. 

It was at that time Mr. Chadwlck first 
spoke about tho Atlantlcs' wonderful team 
work. That every man sacrificed his own 
personnl Interests for the best Interests of 
his club. Every man was lauded to the skies, 
and n better team could not be formed, and 
other such expressions. The Atlantlcs for 
1804 were: Richard J. Penrcc, catcher: 
Thomas J. Pratt, pitcher: Joseph Start, 
Frederic W. H. Crnne and Chnrleo J. Smith, 
on the bases; Johnny Gntvln or Peter 
O'Brien, ahort field, nnil John C. Chapman, 
Gilvln or O'Brien, and Sidney C. Smith In 
the field. In 1860 Frank Norton caught 



Pearcc went to short field, and Galvln to 
centre field. We cannot spare the space to 
do Justice to each of those players, but will 
say that we beard the late Harry Wright say 
during the Summer of 1886, In speaking 
about Charley Smith: "He was the most 

Saceful and finished player I ever saw. To 
Is day he never had his equal as a third 
baseman." Mr. Chadwlck nsed to say: 
"Smith plays third base as only be csn 
play It." In a comment In Tits Clippkk of 
Feb. 20, 1800, he sold : "Charley Smith, who 
In bis day was the crack third baseman of 
this., country, wilt play tost position this 
Benson altogether. As Charley tells m he 
Is going Into practice as soon as the weather 
will permit, we may expect to witness some 
old time fielding and batting from this great 
baseman." Then again In April, I860, Mr; 
Chadwlck, In speaking about the third base- 
man, said : "At the head of bis class Is (.'has. 
J. Smith, of the Atlantlcs. He Is noted for 
his quickness In fielding and throwing to 
the bases, his excellent Judging of fouls, and 
tho easy manner In getting under flies and of 
holding them." 

In Tub Cmiter dated April 24, 1868, Mr. 
Chadwlck made the following comment: 
"Frederic W. H. Crane, of the Atlantlcs, Is 
the most graceful, as well as a sure and 
active fielder. He Joined the Atlantlcs from 
the Enterprise Club with Start and Chap- 
man. When a- ball Is knocked fn his neigh- 
borhood, off goes Fred's cap, and he takes 
the ball In so easy a manner that falls not 
to draw applause. Hla style In the field Is 
like Joe Start's at first base— easy, graceful 
and sure. None can copy them, for theirs li 
the original style. Fred succeeded Johnny 
Oliver- at second bsse In 1862, and was 
reckoned as the best In bis day. He retained 
this position for four years, and la 1867 
went to the field. He Is a quiet, earnest 
worker, and one whom everyone who wishes 
to excel should. study well. As a batsman he 
has always ranked first class." 

In Tun Clipfrb of April 3, 1860, in com- 
mentlng on the first baseman, Mr. Chadwlck 
said: * T Thc model player in this position Is 
Joseph Start, of the Atlantic Club. He has 
played In this .club from 1862, being a period 
of seven seasons. He Is noted for the cool, 
' easy manner In taking lino balls, for the 
space . ho covers around his base, for his 
sharpness In. playing points, for his fearless- 
ness In facing hot balls of any sort. Among 
the whole range , of first basemen there Is 
none- who can equal him In this respect, 
either among those now - In active play or 
among those who have retired." 

In Tun Ci.ii'i'Bit dated April 17, 1800, la 
commenting on tho short stops, Mr. Chad- 
wlck said : "Undoubtedly at the head of short 
stops is Richard J. Pearco, of the Atlantic 
Club. ■ Pearce's high renown was won as 
much by 'tricky' as by fine play. His play 
as catcher behind Pratt was a model one; 
his mind was ever active watching for 
'points,'' and their play was like clockwork. 
He Is an excellent fielder and a safe and 
accurate thrower. Hs is short and very 
stout, full of muscle, which enables him, after 
thirteen years' steady play, to still rank ai 
chief In his position." 

In the same paper Mr. Chadwlck had this 
to say about the left fielders: "The oldest 
and among the best Is John Curtis Chapman, 
of the Atlantic Club, an old Enterprise gradu- 
ate, who entered the Atlantlcs at the same 
time as Crane and Wart. He played steady 
in that position till 1807, when he formed, 
In conjunction with Pratt, the Quaker City 
Club. During one year's service in that 
club 1 e played pitcher, catcher, first base, 
second base, third baso and left field. His 
batting score was the best In the club. Last 
year he again returned lo his 'old club, and 
filled bis favorite position. Jack Is a sure 
catch, active In gauging bulls, and one of 
our longest throwers. He Is an excellent 
change pitcher, differing entirely from Pratt. 
His celebrated one hand running fly catches 
rather astonished the Phlladelphlans. He 
ndded both to his reputation and pocket by 
bis beautiful and difficult catch In the laat 
inning of the first Mutual-Atlantic match, 
which decided the game." 

Then In 1800, when tho famous Cincinnati 
Red Stockings were making their whirlwind 
race throughout the country, the critics were 
all saying the gamo had now. reached the 
acme of Its fame, and we have heard similar 
remarks whenever a team mado a particu- 
larly brilliant showing.

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HARRY 8. MURDOCH. 



Han; Static Murdoch was descended from 
a distinguished family, one of his ancestors 
having heen president of tie Pittsburgh 
Iron College, white his father 'v?ae a pro- 
fessor and president of the Middle town 
(Del.) College, and his paternal uncle was 
Hitchcock, the artist His mother was a sis- 
ter of James B. Murdoch and Samuel K. 
Murdoch. There were three sons of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hitchcock on the dramatic stage, 
two of whom, with the consent of their ma- 
ternal uncles, assumed the name of Murdoch 
for professional purposes. Frank Hitchcock 
was known to the public as Frank Murdoch 
only. Unlike his fellow unfortunate, Claude 
Burroughs, who, as an actor, had spanned 
the continent, Harry Stark Hitchcock had 
ttpent bis professional days chiefly in Boston, 
where Burroughs had rarely played. 

Mr. Murdoch, as he was best known, was 
born on Aug. 10, 1840, In Boston, Mass. 
Prior to the temporary retirement of James 
Murdoch, which occurred in 1861 he had 
accompanied him in the capacity of dresser 
and assistant, and It Is probable that It 
waa about 1801 that he first went before the 
footllghta In a minor role. He was of the 
company opening the Rochester (N. Y.) Thea- 
tre on Sept. 7, 1868, and at the close of the 
season on that circuit he went to Philadel- 
phia. During the season of 1864-65 he was 
at the Chestnut, -first being called Into 

Sromlnence as the Duke of Buckingham on 
an. 10, when Junius Brutus Booth the 
younger began a star engagement there as 
Richard III. 

The next season be was engaged at Pike's 
Opera House, Cincinnati, bis last perform- 
ance there being on March 22, I860, as Ly- 
sander, In "Midsummer Night's Dream." 
Like Claude Burroughs, It was his fate to 
encounter Are almost at the outset of his 

?rofesslonal career. Scarcely had the speeta- 
ors dispersed to their homes on tbat night 
in iifarcn, when Pike's Opera House, Its roof 
lifted off by the combustion of naphtha, was 
visible only In glaring flame or Coating sparks, 
and among the losers by the disaster was 
H. S. Murdoch. The remainder of that sea- 
son ho spent at tho National, Washington, 
-where be began In the last week In March, 
supporting John E. Owens as Robert Howard, 
iu "The People's Lawyer." 

Returning to Cincinnati, he performed the 
neat season at Wood's Theatre, and for a 
while also traveled in support of Lady 
Don. He next came to New York, making 
what we believe was bis metropolitan debut 
at the Olympic Theatre on the same night 
(July 1, 1867) tbat Charles R. Thome Jr.. 
who was, playing with him on the last night 
of all, made his first appearance at that house 
after it had ceased to be Laura Keene's. The 

flay was T, B. De Waldcn's "British Neu- 
rallty" — intensely nautical, but only nomi- 
nally new — and Thome played Reuben Gray- 
son, while Murdoch was the Jack Hawser. 
During this Summer season, which ended on 
Aug. 81, Murdoch also played Carker In 
"Dombey ft Son," John Brougham being 
Capt. Cuttle, and W. E. Sheridan played the 
roles of Joey Bag-stock and Jack Bunsby. 

Going now to Boston, Murdoch devoted the 
season of 1867-68 to the Boston Theatre. 
At the close of that season he again came to 
Mew York, opening at 'the Broadway Thea- 
tra (near Broome Street), as Jerry Dow- 
derry when Augustln Daly's sensational 
drama ot "A Flash ot Lightning" was first 
produced. The play ran from June 10 to 
/.ig. 1, 1808, Inclusive, after which Murdoch 



went to the Boston Museum, having while 
at the Boston Theatre the prior season been 
engaged to take the place of Harry Hudson 
at the Museum, while Mrs. Geo. P. Farren, 
who was his companion on the burning stage 
of the Brooklyn Theatre, had been called 
upon at the same time to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the withdrawal of Mrs. E. L. 
Davenport. 

At a special performance at the Boston 
Museum on Not. 14, 1868, when Mrs. Scott 
Slddons made her American debut as an 
octrees, Impersonating Rosalind, In "As You 
Like It," Murdoch played Oliver. In the 
Summer of 1870 he was traveling with T. 
Charles Howard's company In the East, and 
on Sept. 26 he returned to the Boston Thea- 
tre, appearing In "Ixlon" with the Lydla 
Thompson Troupe, though of the regular 
stock of that theatre. On March 17, 1871, 
while still of the Boston Theatre company, 
he opened at the Olympic, In that city, and 
in the Summer of that year be was at the 
Globe, supporting Charles Mathews. The 
next season found him at the Holllday Street 
Theatre, Baltimore, his first character there 
being Casper, In "The Black Crook," on Aug. 
12, 1871. 

Murdoch returned to the Boston Theatre 
on Aug. 19, 1872, as Carton, In "Paris," with 
the Lisa Weber Burlesque Troupe, but re- 
maining there as part of the regular dra- 
matic company. At the Museum, b that 
city, on Jan. 10, 1B7S, when two perform- 
ances were given for the benefit of the 
widow of Robert Craig, he played Daxzle, in 
"London Assurance." and Armand, In Craig's 
burlesque of "Camllle;" at the same bouse, 
on June 14 following, for the benefit of the 
family of J. H. Selwyn, he Impersonated Sir 
Lucius O'Trigger, In "The Rivals." and at 
the Boston Theatre, on Dec. 8, 1878, In sup- 
port of Charlotte Cnshman, he played Harry 
Bertram, In "Guy Mannerlng, ,r and gained 
an encore for bis song ot "Little Flower"— 
citations which Indicate that he had now be- 
come an actor and vocalist at mark, as well 
as of versatility. He remained at the Bos- 
ton Theatre until the close of the season of 
1873-74, perhaps his beat characterization 
ot the year having been Terry, the swell, 
when John Brougham's "Lottery of Lite" 
was produced there, May 18, 1874. 

From the Boston Theatre Murdoch went 
to Chicago, first appearing there as Hector 
Placlde, In "Led Astray," on the re-openlng 
of Hooley's Opera House, Aug. 81, 1874, 
under the stage management of Fred Will- 
lams. In that light comedy role he bore off 
the honors of the play, ana subsequently en- 
larged his popularity by bis boIo and quartette 
singing as wildoats Heartlcheer, In "The 
Bonny Fish-wife," and by bis Captain Lynde, 
in "Divorce." The secession of Fred Williams 
led to his withdrawal from that theatre after 
the performances of Nov. 28, and on Dec. 11 
he opened at the Academy of Music, in the 
same city, sb Jeremiah Clip, in "The Widow's 
Victim," and subsequently surprised the Chl- 
cagoans by his masterly acting as Armand 
when Clara Morris began there, in "Camllle," 
as well as by bis tragic portrayals while 
seconding John McCullough and Agnes Booth. 

Returning to Boston, Murdoch opened at 
the Boston Theatre on Aug. 2, 1875, as Dick 
Bwlveller, in support of Katie Putnam, in 
"Little Nell and tho Marchioness," and earned 
approval for his character acting In "Blade o' 
Grass" when first produced In that city, Aug. 
it. On Sept. 18 he Joined the company at 
the Globe Theatre, acting George Anderson 



when "For Love or Money" was first played 
lu America, the occasion also being George 
Honey's American debut as Major Buncombe. 
On Sept 20 be was the original In Boston 
of Charles Mlddlewick, In "Our Boys;" on 
Nov. 20, when John T. Raymond was called 
to New York by his wife's Illness, Murdoch 
took his place as Col. Mulberry Sellers, acting 
it to the satisfaction of everybody ; on Jan. 1, 
1876, when "Weak Woman" was brought out, 
he played Frank Fanshawe, and be after- 
wards made a hit as the Irishman In "Tom 
Cobb." Illness compelled him to withdraw 
on Jan. 9, bnt he re-appeared on Feb. 7, and 
during that week he doubled up as Bosse and 
Hecate to the Lady Macbeth of Mrs. D. W. 
Waller. 

In March be went traveling with the 
Globe Theatre Company. His but appear- 
ance In Boston was at the Museum, as CapL 
Dietrich, In "Evangeline," he having on 
Ang. .1. 1876, taken the place of N. C. Good- 
win Jr. On Aug. 28, when Bret Harte's 
"Two Men of Sandy Bar" had Its Initial rep- 
resentation at the Union Square Theatre, 
New York, he made his first appearance at 
that theatre, playing the role of Bandy Mor- 
ton. On Oct. 9 he was the Eustace Lawton, 
In "Conscience," when Clara Morris essayed 
for the first time the role ot Constance Hare- 
wood. This was at Shook A Palmer's Brook- 
lyn Theatre, where he remained with the 
exception ot a Thanksgiving performance at 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music, playing In 
"Rose Michel" and "The Two Orphans," bis 
final appearance being as Pierre In the last 
named play, night of Dec. B, 1876, when the 
theatre was destroyed by fire and Mr. Mur- 
doch lost his life. 

Mr. Murdoch was a man of versatile tal- 
ents. Besides being an actor of more than 
ordinary ability, he was skillful with the 
brash or pencil, and during the time tbat 
Collodion, Hegamy and other caricaturists 
were In this country, In the '60s, Mr. Mur- 
doch made several tours, making a feature 
of caricature sketching. The season of 
1889-70 he visited the manufacturing towns 
of New England, giving an entertainment 
similar to that given by W. H. Llngnrd. Mr. 
Murdoch was unmarried. o

Jerry, bones; Dan, tambo; Nell Bryant, ac- 
cordion; T. B. Prendergast, Dick Carroll, 
Chas. Fox, W. Penn Lehr, John H. Savorl, 8. 
Howard, B Mallory, B. H. Wlnchell. SI. 
Lewis and Harry Leslie (tbe rope walker), 
versatile performer. October, 1857, Frank 
Moran, banjo: Geo. 8. Fowler and W. Per- 
oral appeared. After a brief absence Pren- 
dergast re-appeared December, 1867. Uns- 
vortn opened In January, 1858, and In April 
J. T. Huatlsy commenced and B. Mallory 
ro appeared. Fred Wilson, tbe clog dancer, 
was added to the company Oct 18. 18S8. 

In September Jamei Carroll took Mr. How- 
ard'* place as Interlocutor. David Wambold, 
who returned from England, opened here 
Dec. 6. TJnsworth (who bad been with the 
Campbells) also re-appeared Dec. 6. Wam- 
bold. after a brief absence, re-appcared dur- 
ing tbe season of 1850, and remained eight 
months. Dick Sands made his first appear- 
ance on the stage In January, 1859, wttb 
this party. George Coes opened In June. 
After a tour they re-opened in New York 
Aug. 1. 1889, with Q. 8. Fowler, Dan Em- 
mett. Q. W. Charles. W. Hobbs, James Car- 
roll, TJnsworth, Donnlker. Savorl, F. Hobbs, 
8. S. Crosby and P. T. Mitchell. In Septem- 
ber G H. warren (ballads) opened. 

On March 28, 1860, Eph Horn took the 

enltlon of Dan Bryant (who had sailed for 
urope to see the Heenan and Bayers right), 
and remained there nntll the seaaon closed 
on July 14. Dan Bryant arrived borne May 
13 and opened on the 28th. The party then 
made a tour and re-opened In New York Aug. 
6, 1860, with Wambold, Paul Berger, P. B. 
Isaacs, James Carroll, George Charles, J. H. 
Karon, W. L. Hobbs, N. W. Gould, M. Alns- 
ley Scott, Dan Emmett T. J. Pell, G. 8. 
Fowler and Ayneley Cook. Tim Norton ro- 
uted. Prendergast left them. Cbas. Backus 
opened Oct 15. 

Jerry Bryant died on April 8, 1861, and 
tbe hall was closed for the entire week. 
Tim Norton took his position. Jerry made 
his last appearance in public April 2. His 
disease was congestion of the brain. He was 
born In Chesterfield, Essex County, N. Y., on 
Jane 11, 1828. He commenced to learn tbe 
printing business, bat left It at thirteen years 
of age to make his appearance as a ballad 
singer. Having met with some success, he 
obtained an engagement at Yauxhall Garden, 
New York, In 1844, enlisting with him In the 
same company the talent of his brother. Den. 
About this period negro minstrelsy came In 
vogue, and the humor of the tiling hitting 
Jerry's fancy, he united himself with the first 
troupe which was known under the name of 
"Campbell's Minstrels," and it was on July 
14. 1845, for Pete De Lara's benefit that 
Jerry danced "his match for 11,000 with 
Muster Tommy Teaser from Troy ; tbe audi- 
ence to be the judges 1'' 

In October, 1848, he sailed for London, 
Eng., and performed with Dumbolton'a Scren- 
ndcra, at the 8t James Theatre. He then 
made a tour of Scotland. Returned to New 
York In 1840, and traveled through the States. 
He then appeared at Mitchell's Olympic The- 
atre, New York, with Carl H. Pierce, in a 
minstrel organization. Then he went to 
Boston and appeared with Ordway's Aeollans. 
Itcturned to New York and Joined E. P. 
Christy's Minstrels in 1853. 

In the latter part of 1854 Jerry yielded 
to the common fever of all American •'pro- 
fessionals," and went to California, where 
he soon became as great a favorite as bere, 
and divided popularity with the first comic 
stars then figuring In that country. The 
writer well recollects him in tbe trial dance 
with Horn, and well doea he recollect, too, 
that not even Tom Briggs, whose talents and 
whose gentle nature made him the pet of 
every circle, was more highly esteemed for 
correct conduct and amiable qualities than 
Jerry Bryant From California, after a year's 
stay. Jerry made a trip to the Sandwich 
islands and Australia, returning by the same 
route in 1856, and, after a abort stay in the 
iTlnclpal Pacific cities, reached New York 
"Kiln in the Winter of the latter year. Jerry 
low made no more wanderings abroad, but, 
I'ltnerlne Ms two brothers around him, he 
N the 23d of the following February (1857)

the "Bryants' Minstrels."

1881, he made a flying visit to New York on 
business, and appeared; with tie Bryant* (for 
that night only), June 13, and sang "Vive Is 
America." Ho was presented with a beauti- 
ful gold medal by Dan on behalf of tbe com- 
pany. On May 6, Eph Horn relieved Nor- 
ton and remained until July 5. In the com- 
pany were N. W. Gould, Eph Horn, Aynsley 
Cook, J. W. Htlton, Dan Bryant P. B. Isaacs, 
Norton, T. J. Peel, Dan Emmett, Japanese 
Tommy, Fowler and D. W. Chltton. 

The season closed July 13, 1861, after giv- 
ing performances for nearly one year, with 
tbe exception of a week's cessation on ac- 
count of the death of Jerry. They opened In 
Boston at the Museum July 22, when Eph 
Horn and S. C. Campbell Joined them. Re- 
turning to New York, they re-opened Aug. 5 
with Eph Horn Dan end Nell Bryant, 8. C. 
Campbell, T. J. Peel, Frank Leslie. James 
Morrison, J. Garratagua, J. H. Savorl, Hobbs, 
G. 6. Fowler, Dan Bmmett, Japanese Tommy 
Gettlngs and J. W. Hilton. 

Tim Norton died In New York Jan. 25. 
1862, after an Illness of three months, ot 
consumption. He was burled In Greenwood. 
He was a versatile performer, and could 
make himself nseful In almost any line of 
business. He was quite young, not being 
more than twenty-three year* of age at the 
time of hi* death. 

After having been absent a while Dan 
Emmett re-appeared in March, 1862. The 
Eeoson closed July 5, 1862. Their next sea- 
son opened Aug. 25, and the company about 
the same a* toe past season. W. W. New- 
comb, having returned from Europe, opened 
Not. 24. taking Nelse Seymour's place, and 
remained nntll April 4. 1863. 

Tom Christian (No. 2), whose right name 
was 8. B. Biddings, became quite blind in 
Jnne. 1863. He went to the war as corporal 
in the Second Connecticut Battery, and con- 
tracted a series of colds, which resulted In 
the losing of his sight. The Bryants opened 
their next season Aug. 10, 1863, and closed 
Jan. 0. 1864. 

Nelse Seymour waa on one end. Dave 
Reed, Green and Hilton (middle man) were 
added to the forces for a few nights In Janu- 
ary. S. A. Wells, basso, opened Jan. 11. The 
next season commenced Sept. 12, 1864, and 
lasted until July 8, 1865. During the season 
C. C. Temnleton, J. W, Hilton, D. C. Wlnans, 
A. Roa«. W. Melllns, B. W. Buchanan, Dave 
Reed, Nelse Seymour. J. Morrison, J. H. 
Slvori and Dan Emmett) were In tbe company. 
On May 1 Frank Moran and Mickey Warren 
opened. Dan and Eph Horn sailed for Eu- 
rope May 8. 1865. The season of 1865-6 
commenced Sept. 11, and the company wa* 
about the same as before, excepting Epb 
Horn, who took Dan's place, he (Dan) having 
opened In Irish comedy. Little Mac appeared 
Nov. 27 ; Chas. Henry and Garra tagua, Jan. 
1, 1866; Bollln Howard, Jan. 10; J. W. 
Raynor, Jan. 16, followed by Magter Byan, 
Hogan, Collins and Ira Paine. 

The season closed June 2, which was thelf 
final performance in Mechanics' Hall, 472 
Broadway. The Bryants' Minstrels did not 
again appear In New York until May 18, 
1868, when they opened their new ball In 
lower part of Tammany Hall, North side of 



Fourteenth Street between Third Avenue and 
Irving Place. The party consisted of Dan 
Bryant Eph Horn, Nelse Seymour. Jas. TJns- 
worth, Eugene, Mhinroe, Dempster, W. P. Grter, 
Chas. Henry, J. Hogan, R. Hughes, C. W. 
Rockefeller, J. H. Boss, G. B. Boss, Garra- 
tagoa, G. H. Schott, James Morrison, Q. 
Trunkett and Francia Bracht 

In June J. K. Bmmett opened. During the 
season Warren White, F. St. Clair, Raphael 
de Solla (tenor) opened, also Nell Bryant 
who made his appearance Feb. 1 for tbe first 
time In three years. Tbe season closed April 
17, 1869, and they went traveling. Returned 
and opened at tame hall May 10. Wm. 
Dwyer, Little Mac, Dave Reed and G. W. H. 
Griffin appearing soon after. Season closed 
Joly 24, 1869. «e-opened Sept 18, with Dave 
Beed, Unswortb, Eugene, Grler, J. G. Rus- 
sell, T. Brsndlsl, Dempster, Roekafeller, 
Delehanty and Hengler, Jasper H. Boss, Gar- 
ratagua and J. H. Savorl. Season closed June 
4, 1870. On the opening night at this hall over 
one thousand persons were turned away before 
eight o'clock. The receipts for the first six 
performances amounted to S4.298.25. The 
waeon closed April 24. 1869, and they went 
traveling. Re-opened In New York May 10, 
1869, at reduced prices of admission. Davs 
Reed Joined them, and on May 24 Wm. 
Dwyer appeared.

F. F. PROCTOFJ 

Frederick Freeman Proctor, whose portrait 
appears on the front page of this issue, waa 
born in Dexter, Me., sixty-one years ago. 
Hia career as a manager began thirty-six 
years ego, in Albany, where he acquired pos- 
session of a small theatre. He bad hi* upa 
and downs, as most young managers have, 
but finally success perched upon bis standard, 
and he bought the Leland Opera House, in 
Albany, which he now owns and runs under 
the name of Proctor's Albany Theatre. Hs 
was the originator of the popular priced 
houses, and at one time controlled twenty- 
one theatres. 

Deeming It best, however, to centralise bis 
interests, be gradually disposed of these. 
came to New York thirty-one years ago, and 
built the Twenty-third Street Theatre on hi* 
own personal plans. It waa here that Mr. 
Proctor gave to Charles Frobman tbe first 
home for that manager's stock company. Tbe 
Twenty-third Street Theatre was first opened 
with Nell Burgess, In his famous play, "Tbe 
County Fair." Many of tbo early Frobman 
successes were produced at that house. 
Messrs. Klaw 4 Erlanger made their first 
New York production here. It was "The 
Great Metropolis," by Ben Teal end George 
Jessup. 

Four or Ave years later, realising that 
there was more art than profit in the policy 
he was following, Mr. Proctor turned hi* 
theatre Into a vaudeville house, and gave 
bis first continuous performance In 1893. 
Later experience taught him that Instead of 
filling In tbe time from five o'clock In the 
afternoon to eight o'clock in the evening 
wltb light wasted acts, It was better to jave 
two shows a day and give ten all star fea- 
tures, rather than twenty features In all, 
with eight Inferior attractions. 

Proctor'* Fifty-eighth Btrect Theatre ties 
built to Mr. Proctor's order In 1895, after 
his own plans, and be later purchased the 
house. Later he changed tbe policy of tbla 
bouse by replacing stock melodrama with all 
star vaudeville. Twelve years ago Mr. Proc- 
tor took a long term lease from tbe Gllsey 
estate on tbe Fifth Avenue Theatre, re-open- 
ing It as a vaudeville house, and then chang- 
ing, to tbe demands of tbe public, to the 
first all star company In New York. Realizing 
that the time was ripe for a revival of .tbe 
Lyceum and Empire, Augustln Daly and 
Lester AVallnck Idea of all star stock com- 
panies, he decided to present In this his- 
trionic playhouse an organization of famous 
players. 

Tbe Harlem Theatre, In East One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street was then added to 
the list of Mr. Proctor's New York City 
houses. He first leased this house, and then 
bought It from McCreery, opening It as a 
vaudeville theatre, and later putting In the 
most popular company of stock players In 
upper Manhattan. 

Several years ago Mr. Proctor bad built to 
his order, la Newark, one of the handsomest 
theatres In existence, and Is now building 
a big theatre In Mt. Vernon, N. Y. Close on 
tbe heels of this will follow another Proctor 
Theatre In Newark, making four playhouses 
which he will control In that city. 

Mr. Proctor was tbe pioneer of continuous 
vaudeville In New York, Inaugurating this 
style of entertainment at hi* Twenty-third 
Street Theatre Jan. 9. 1898. Be ?rst week 
of Jnne, 1006, he and B. F. Keith combined 
forces and, under the firm name of Keith A 
Proctor, tbe theatres In New York formerly 
controlled separately by these manager* were 
then conducted Jointly by them. 

The firm continued until July 31, 1011, 
when there was a dissolution of the partner- 
ship, and Mr. Proctor resumed control of alt

The New York Nationals ended the past 
week, which was a very successful one from 
a winning viewpoint, -with a double-headed 
victory over the Boston Nationals, who are 
carefully guarding the rear of the procession 
In the National League pennant race. The 
only noticeable changes in the standing of 
the teams at the week's end were the Chi- 
cago parsing the Cincinnati*, and the Brook- 
lyns and St. Louis Cardinals exchanging 

{>laces. The Brooklyns showed better form 
ast week than during any preceding one since 
the eeason began. At times, and in spot9, 
they played class A ball, but they are not 
what might be called consistent performers. 
In the third Inning of last Saturday's game 
with Philadelphia, at Washington Park, 
Brooklyn, the Brooklyns gave as pretty an 
exhibition ot timely batting and clever base 
running as one would care to witness, and at 
tlmesaurlng the •whole game their fielding 
was of the highest class. A continuation of 
such work for even a brief spell would soon 
land them up among the leaders In the pen- 
nant race. An effort to that effect Is worth 
a trial. 

The New Yorks Increased their lead by a 
few points, and were at the end of the pant 
week over 200 points ahead of the Pitts- 
burghs, their nearest competitor. So far as 
the other National League teams arc con- 
cerned, the New Yorks have the appearance 
of being In a class all by themselves. From 
the Inception of the game to the present time 
there never wns a better balanced team than 
are the New York Nationals. Manager Mc- 
Grnw hns surrounded himself with as clever 
a lot of ball players as has ever been gath- 
ered together In one club. Even If three of 
his "regular inflelders — say first, second and 
third bases, or short — were Incapacitated 
through sickness or injuries, he can fill up 
the vacancies without apparently weakening 
his tenm In the least, and his whole outfield 
could be laid up and he would still have 
three good men to replace the absentees. He 
Is equally as well fixed behind the bat and 
in the pitcher's position. New Yorkers may 
well be proud of McGraw's team. 

The Boston Red Sox have_ gained the 
eminence In the American League race 
through their excellent all around and con- 
sistent work, which now gives them the ap- 
pearance of being a prospective penuant win- 
ner. It all depends upon the future actions 
of the Philadelphia Athclctics as to whether 
or not the Bostons will be the American 
League representative In the post-season 
scries to be played with the National League 
pennant winner. At tlmee the Quakers show 
their rest mettle, but theyhave not been con- 
sistent In their work. The speed they put 
Into their rlay ta the two double-headers fest 
week against the Washington* was simply a 
sample of their ability when going at their 
best form. Winning four games In two con- 
secutive days from a team going as fast as 
the Washlngtons were going, was not luck. 
chance, or any other unknown or undefined 
cause but ball playing as It Is known to any 
well trained team, and the Athletics are past 

masters in the art of ball playing. 

Draw the curtain gently and shut from 
view the New York Americans for the time 
being, or until Manager Wolverton has laid 
the corner atone of a new team, as it were. 
It may be necessary to begin at the founda- 
tion to build up a winner. If so, It will take 
time to do so, but let the work go on until 
rood results begin to shew themselves. He 
has some excellent material on hand, that he 
should be able to mould into pennant winning 
form. One thing the people do not seem to 
realise, and that Is. no matter how clever 
young players may be In the class they were 
taken from, they must begin all over again 
after Joining major league teams, before they 
are of much use to their new clubs. No 
youngster* can at • momenta notice Jump 
Intoa gap, made vacant through illness or 
injuries to a veteran, and Inspire the confi- 
dence among the other members that toe 
regular Is able to do, T_e youngster must 
get acquainted by degrees, familiarize him- 
self with the ways and style of play the 
team has been drilled ta to Bake a success 
and keep harmony 1 in the team. Be cannot 



Notes and Comment. 

The N. 7. Press of June 17 says : "Though 
Marquard has a chance to tie the modern 
pitching record to-day, the Rube will have 
to step a few to beat the National League 
record. A statistician has gone back into 
the records and discovered that Jim Mc- 
Cormlck, pitching for the Chicago Nationals 
in 1886, won twenty-four straight games, 
without even a tie being mixed In between the 
victories. Second place is held by another 
Chicago performer— John Luby having reeled 
off twenty straight wins for the Windy City 
crew ta 1890.'* Evidently some one has been 
imposed on by a fakir, as Luby won seventeen 
games and McCormlck sixteen. 

And this from an "expert," on a local after- 
noon paper of June 18 : "To-day Marquard is 
one of the three -world's record holders, 
having won fourteen successive games." It 
doeenT: seem to take much to make a "world's 
record" In the estimation of a novice. Any 
little Incident happening nowadays Is called 
a world's record. Just why each homer, 
triple bagger, double or single made in any 
game Is not proclaimed a world's record, 1b 
certainly a great injustice to each of them. 
Then there Is base stealing, "fadeaway" BlldeH 
and other incidentals that should be entitled 
to a place in that "Hall of Fame" as cham- 
pion events. What a farce the later day 
system of record making Is. Fnklng prac- 
tically began ta the Summer of 1888, as most 
of the false records have been made since 
then.
